CMC/Suzuki 


Golden State Series taking the 250 and 500ce 


classes at Dunlap Cycle Park. 
With that pair of wins, Magoo 
locked up the 250cc title for the 
1979 series, and also moved up a 


bit more in his.bid for the 500cc 
crown. Team Yamaha's Broc Glover 
totally threw a roost on the 125cc pack 
both motos, with second going to 
Suzuki's youngster, Brian Myerscough, 
and third to Moto-X Fox's Donnie 
Cantaloupi. The latter pair are now 
tied for the number one 125cc class 
title, and the last round at Huron 
Cycle Park will tell the story. 


Originally,, this round of the series 
had been scheduled for Clovis Lakes, 
but a disagreement with land permits 
forced the move back to Dunlap, 
which had hosted the second round. 
This time the track was run different- 
ly, a few sections were taken out, and 
instead of mud there was a little excess 
dust due to a broken water truck. 


A rather small turnout of 500cc Pros 
required no qualifiers and were first 
out of the gate to start the main events. 
Neal Snarr grabbed the holeshot on 
his Suzuki, but Chandler was right 
behind as the pack headed for the first 
turn. Magoo found a hotter line and 
took the lead, and by the time the 
pack came around for the completion 
of lap one, Chandler had already 
pulled out a 15-second lead. The 
northern California kid was hot, and 
Sunday was his day. Nobody even 
came close to catching him the rest of 
the moto. 


While Chandler was flying out 
front, Snarr_ was busy keeping 





company with Bob Elliott, Eric 
McKenna, Randy Losh and Goat 
Breker. Elliott and McKenna ran into 
problems and soon dropped back, but 
Breker hung in there to pick up the 
second spot that McKenna left behind. 
Losh also stuck around and came in 
third ahead of Snarr, Randy 
Rodriguez and Elliott. 

Moto two was a little more inter- 
esting as Husqvarna-mounted Breker 
came into the first turn right on 
Chandler and pressured hard. Magoo 
would pull away slightly, but Breker 
found ways to make up the difference. 
After numerous challenges for the 
lead, Goat almost lost it at the bottom 
of the start hill and backed off for a 
moment. This was all Chandler 
needed«#o pull away for good to take 
the moto win and the overall ahead of 
Breker. Third went to McKenna, who 
experienced a moto-long battle with 
teammate Losh, and Jerome Heiburger 
rounded out the top five. 


In the two 125cc mains the only 
name to think about was Broc Glover, 
The start of the first moto saw Glover 
take the holeshot followed by DG's 
Randy Hess, Brian Myerscough and 
Donnie Cantaloupi. By the end of the 
first lap both Myerscough and 
Cantaloupi had slipped past Hess, but 
Glover seemed unreachable. Myer- 
scough' tried to pressure the National 
champ, but it was to no avail. Broce 
proceeded to lap everyone up to 
seventh place by the end of the 
moto. Myerscough and Cantaloupi 
held their positions, although both 
riders were a long way back. 





Kawasaki-mounted Danny Turner _ 


picked up fourth after a bad start, and 
fifth went to Jimmy Holley. Both 
riders were on the gas hard, but 
distances between the lead positions 
became too great late in the moto, and 
actually knowing which riders they 
had to pass became a problem. 


Randy Hess holeshot the second 
moto ahead of Don Fuller and Glover, 
and held onto the lead for the first lap 
and a half. Glover moved from third 
to first in one lap, and began another 
romp that led him to lapping all but 
the first seven places again. Myer- 
scough got off to a horrible start and 
was struggling along in 12th by the 
end of the first lap, while Cantaloupi 
circulated in sixth behind Jeff Watts 
and Danny Turner. Cantaloupi pulled 
into fifth on the next lap, but spent the 
first half of the moto trying to bypass 
Watts and Fuller. When he finally did 
take over second at the halfway sign, 
Myerscough was right behind and 
moving very quickly. The dice was 
only a one-lap affair; Myerscough’s 
Suzuki flat out-ran_ Cantaloupi’s 
Yamaha. Positions held for the rest of 
the roto with Fuller. picking up 
fourth, Scott Burnworth fifth and 
Watts sixth. 


The last main event of the day, the 
250cc Pros, was highlighted by Danny 
Chandler. All Magoo needed for the 
title wrap-up was a third or better, 
and knowing Chandler, it was 
definitely going to be better. Magoo 
went down in a tangle off the gate, got 
up dead last, and worked his way back 
up to second behind Pete Wanket at 
the finish. Magoo’s wild, crashing 
antics of last year, have been replaced 
by a steady, faster, more concerned 
attitude towards racing. Danny still 
gets a little crazy on the track, but 
that’s what makes him go so fast; and 
that’s what it takes to be a winner. 


Out front, Wanket rode a flawless 
race after following Maico-mounted 
(not Husqvarna, as stated jn earlier 
race reports) Carlos Serrano from 
Arizona. Serrano's air forks began 
pumping up after the halfway mark in 
the moto, and they spit him off in 
some rough cross-whoops on the back 
section of the track. Randy Losh was 
there to pass Serrano a lap prior to the 
getoff, but Chandler took that position 
away from him three laps from the 
finish. 


Serrano holeshot the second moto 
also, but this time Magoo was in 
second by the completion of the first 
lap. Myland Garrett and Las Vegas’ 
Lenny Geiger were three-four the first 
two laps, but èt order was changed 
the third time around by Geiger. 
Three laps into the race, Chandler was 
trying anything and everything to get 
around Serrano, but nothing worked. 
Finally, on the fourth lap, Chandler 
out-dragged Serrano into a turn and 
took the lead for the remainder of the 
race. 


Wanket suffered a bad start and 
had to work up from tenth. But in the 
process he slid out on the second lap 
and could only get back up to seventh 
by moto's end. Serrano and Geiger 
held their position behind Chandler 
for the finish, and Magoo wrapped up 
the 250cc title with a beautiful one- 
handed wheelie across the finish line.

cyclists. What Mr. Sheridan doesn’t 
mention, however, is that most of the 
tracks visible in the picture were made 
by a four-wheeled (or dual-treaded) 
vehcile roughly 10’8” wide — far too 
wide for any off-road vehicle known to 
man (and certainly not a motorcycle) 
but just about the right size to have 
been made by a tank. (Possibly this 
damage occurred during desert 
military maneuvers such as the massive 
“operation desert strike” of 1968.) 
Other destruction visible in the picture 
has been made by a bulldozer, as the 
mounds of earth left by it clearly 
indicate. 

—Mr. Sheridan tries to make us 
believe that, but for the presence of 
off-highway recreationists, Afton 
Canyon would be an oasis of quiet, 
bursting with fauna and flora. This 
hardly seems likely, since Afton 
Canyon also happens to be a main 
thoroughfare for the Southern Pacific 
railroad, and in the heart of a sonic 
boom corridor. 

I could continue on and on with this 
list of inaccuracies and ommisions on 
the part of Mr. Sheridan, but I believe 
my point has been made. Far from 
being a work of responsible 
environmental journalism, Mr. 
Sheridan’s tract is little more than a 
piece of inflammatory propaganda 
calculated to further increase the 
adversary relationship he and his ilk 
have helped to create between off- 
roaders and other recreationists, and 
to prevent meaningful dialogue and 
compromise from taking place. 

In my opinion, the vast majority of 
off-highway recreationists harbor the 
same reverence and respect for the 
California desert as do the vast 
majority of our fellow citizens, Like 
them, the desert represents to us an 
avenue of escape from “pressure 
cooker” society — a way to relieve the 
tensions of everyday life by returning 
to nature and the opportunity for 
solitude and reflection it affords. The 
machines we use are, in the most 
literal sense, vehicles for the 
enhancement of this pleasure, because 
of the almost unparalleled freedom 
they allow. In no other way can one 
sample so much of the desert’s scenic 
beauty, nor so effectively isolate 
oneself from the cares and worries of 
everyday life. 

I see nothing malicious in this. 
What I do find malicious is the 
unvarnished efforts of Mr. Sheridan 
and his fellow elitists to deny us one of 
the few freedoms left to the American 
people: the right to use public lands. 

True, there are some bad apples — 
bad apples that concerned off-roaders 
despair and despise fully as much as 
Mr. Sheridan. But let us not allow Mr. 
Sheridan’s broad brush. to paint these 
bad apples into the same corner as the 
participants of the Phantom Duck of 
the Desert trail ride who, in an 
orderly, peaceful way have chosen to 
demonstrate their distaste for 
oppressive over-regulation and elitist 
insensitivity. 

I fully believe that we can and 
should develop a balanced land use 
policy for California’s desert which 
provided maximum protection for 
environmentally delicate areas and 
irreplacable artifacts as well as 
maximum enjoyment- for all 
California’s citizens, conservationists 
and recreationists alike. People like 
Mr. Sheridan only serve to make this 
goal less attainable.

Ken Clark 


The man behind Yamaha’s racing success

Few people in the world have a job that requires 
more of themselves than Ken Clark’s. He puts 
in his nine to five at the office, and then, on 
most weekends, he will catch a plan to a race- 


track far from his home in Cali- 
fornia. A dozen times a year he 
will fly to Europe or South Amer- 
ica to oversee the activities of 
“King” Kenny Roberts, our newly 
crowned 500cc Road Racing World 
Champion. If he is not assisting 
Roberts, he will probably be at a 
motocross track somewhere in the U.S. 
coordinating the efforts of the highly 
successful Yamaha team. Many are 
the weekends that he has gone almost 
entirely without sleep because of the 
duties of his job. 

It is Clark’s competitive nature that 
got him where he is today. He has an 
overpowering desire to win at 
everything he tries. Whether he is 
playing racquetball or going after a 
World Championship, first place is the 
goal. “Show me a good loser and I'll 
show you a loser,” he says. 

Clark’s beginning in motorcycle 
racing was in 1952. After only a year 









of competition in southern California’s 
AMA District 37 scrambles racing, he 
was third in Expert points. In fact, he 
won his first race, the famed Catalina 
Grand Prix. 

His range of competition is not 
restricted to just motorcycles. He has 
successfully raced go karts, AA Fuel 
dragsters, and drag boats. But, his 
main passion must be motorcycle 
racing for he returned to it from the 
world of top fuelers. 

When asked about his relationship 
with Yamaha, how he got to where he 
is today, and what were his plans for 
the immediate future, he replied: 
“The first time I came to Yamaha was 
in November, 1972, to straighten out 
the motocross program. I came in here 
as the assistant to Pete Schick, who was 
the racing manager then, and hired 
Pierre Karsmakers and Tim Hart. 
Pierre was the National Champion 
that year, which was 1973, the first full 
year that I was here. Tim did well, I

think he was the first American in the 
Trans-AMA that year. 

“The following year, I did the 
Daytona road race and a few other 
things and then I resigned and went 
off on my own. I worked for Carroll 
Shelby getting his marketing program 
stuck together for his wheels, and 
worked on my own in a construction 
business. That took up about a year 
and a half and then, two years ago in 
November of '76, I was in here to get 
some parts for my dirt bike and one of 
the Japanese vice-presidents saw me 
and asked what I was doing. I told 
him, ‘Just loafing at the moment.’ He 
asked me if I was still interested in 
motorcycles. I said ‘Sure, I always have 
been.’ 

“Three days later I got a call from 
one of the American vice-presidents 
asking me if I'd be interested in taking 
over the whole racing department 
since they were going to transfer Pete 
somewhere else. I said ‘Sure.’ I came 
back and I've been here ever since, 
which would be November of '76. 
That's two years now so total about 
three and a half years, almost four. 
I'm going to try to win everything 
again this year, and after that, it’s 
open. 

In the real world, sometimes it’s 
difficult to: establish the correlation 








between the sport (racing) and the 
product (sales). Upon being asked his 
opinion on whether or not motorcycle 
sales are generated by racing success, 
Clark replied without hesitation; 
“Absolutely! I just talked to a dealer in 
Florida this morning, Ray, Hempstead. 
His son races out of his shop and he 
says his son accounts for about four 
YZs a month — just from his son's 
racing — and he’s only an Amateur. 
Last year we went down and did the 
Florida series on the production bikes 
and swept everything out down there 
and sold out the YZ allotment for 
Florida inside of a month. It 
absolutely does sell motorcycles. It’s a 
little more difficult to prove the 
relationship between (Winston Pro 
Series) dirt track and sales. It’s very 
easy to prove the relationship between 
motocross and motocross bike sales.” 


Ken Roberts is our new 500cc Road 
Racing World Champion, and yet, at 
the start of his victorious season, he 
was hamstrung by equipment that was 
inferior to his Japanese factory 
counterpart (Johnny Cecotto). “At the 
start of '78, I tried to convince the 
factory that Kenny Roberts was the 
best road racer in the world,” said 
Clark. “I was met with a great deal of 
resistance. They said, ‘He hasn't 
proven himself in the rain.’ When I 









dug up all the English newspapers and 
showed them that he had never been 
beaten in the rain, that made them 
think a Little bit. It was essentially a 
program to get Kenny to where he 
could get the maximum exposure. At 
that particular point, the first race, 
Venezuela, Kenny was their premier 
750cc racer, but Johnny was their 
premier 500cc racer because he had 
done very well. So Johnny, being the 
direct factory rider, had the latest, 
trickest stuff almost all year. Anything 
they considered development would go 
on Johnny's bike before Kenny saw it. 
After it was established that Johnny 
had no chance of winning the cham- 
pionship, and it was pretty obvious 
that, barring some really unforeseen 
circumstances, Kenny probably 
would, then Kenny had the latest of 
everything. That was about the third 
GP. He got the good stuff about the 
‘third GP, and from then on it was 
equal.” 


Kenny Roberts took a long time to 
sign his contract for 1979, causing a 
lot of speculation. Clark's explanation: 
“Well, we started negotiating” in 
September at our dealer show and we 
thought we had everything pretty well 
worked out; we did at that particular 
point. Kenny came back after he was 
World Champion with some other sets 
of demands, so we had to renegotiate. 
It was just a whole bunch of little 


details that we worked out.

is company’s Yamaha representative 
in K and K Racing — their way of 

mtrolling it. The contract, mind 

u, was given straight to K and K 
Racing, and K and K Racing paid all 

eir expenses. So, although the bikes 

ere from the factory, it was 
essentially a YMC (Yamaha Motor 
Corporation), U.S. privateer effort. 
Well, towards the end of the year, 
when I started going back and forth to 
Europe every other weekend, it was 
obvious to me that that wasn't the best 
way to doit. 

“This year everybody is individually 
contracted to me. Kel has a contract as 
chief mechanic, and Nobby Clark and 
Trevor (Tilbury) are contracted as 
mechanics, and Kenny has a contract 
as the rider. So it just took a little 
longer to get it. It was a little more 
difficult, but at least there’s a logical 
progression of the way the chain of 
command works. Where before, if I 
wasn’t there, Kel was kind of the boss, 
but not really, ‘cause if Kenny needed 
a decision made about something, Kel 
did it but he didn’t really have the 
horsepower. So, when things got into 
any sort of disagreement, which they 
never really had, things started getting 
a little tense towards the end and 
everybody was starting to get a little 
frazzled. Then I started going over, 
trying to keep everything on an even 
keel. That's basically why we did it this 
way this year. That's what's taken it so 
long to get all together.” 

Gary Scott is frequently involved in 
a controversy. He wanted a new TZ750 
at the start of the 1978 season. Ken 
Clark didn't sell him one and the 
reason follows: “What happened was 
that last year was the first year that I 
was directly in control of selling the 
TZ750s. They were sold before on a 
first-come-first-served basis, which is 
not the right way to do it. You know, 
here’s a guy that’s got all the 
qualifications in the world to ride a 
750, and because he’s late on the 
phone, some club racer that is going to 
use it twice a year, gets a brand new 
bike, or some dealer orders four, three 
of which might go out of the country, 
which is not the object of the sales, and

Skip Aksland or Gary Scott or some- 
body doesn’t get one. 

“The first year I moved hell and 
high water to get Gary a motorcycle. 
He called up after everything was sold 
because those had been handled well 
before I came to work here by Peter 
Schick on a first-come-first-served 
basis. So Gary called up-after I got 
here in January, and said, ‘Hey, we 
need a new road racer, is there 
anything you can do?’ And I said, 
‘Gary, they were allocated three 
months ago. You know, everybody 
who is going to get one has been 


promised one.’ And he said, ‘Well, we 
really need one bad.’ And I said, 
‘Gary, I'll see what I can do.’ I spent a 
week on the telephone calling dealers 
all over the country, and I finally 
found a dealer that had gotten one, 
and the guy that was going to buy it 
from him didn’t have the money. The 
bike was brand new and had never 
been sold. I gave Gary the dealer’s 
name, told the dealer that Gary would 
call him and I arranged for Gary to get 
the bike. Gary bought the motorcycle 
brand new in 1977. The following 


_year, during '77, Gary claimed one of 


our motors. Tried to claim it, I should 
say, it didn’t work. 

“During that year, I also arranged 
for Gary to have air-expressed parts 
for a race; the race previous to where 
he tried to claim the bike. Gary said, ‘I 
didn’t get the parts in time,’ and he 
came to me at Indianapolis and said, 
‘The only reason I tried to claim the 
bike was because I couldn't get any 
parts for the one I had.' And I said, 
‘Gary, I air freighted you those parts.’ 
He'd wait until three days before the 
race, I'd rush the order through for 
him, then I'd have them air freighted 








to him, and he just didn’t have the 
time to go down and pick them up. So 
then he tried to claim my motorcycle. 
At that particular point, I said, “Well, 
OK, you've got two motorcycles and 
three engines.’ And the '78 season 
comes along and Gary's on the phone 
and wants another one. Well, I had 40 
motorcycles coming, 75 orders for 
them, and I figured that anyone that 
had gotten one that previous year, 
unless he totaled it, wasn’t going to get 
a mew one, because there was just a 
whole flock of new guys. There were 
guys, that were riding the old “A” 
models with the shock absorbers that 
wouldn't be able to buy new 
motorcycles. That was the reason that 
Gary didn’t get one. Because he had 
gotten one the year before, and he had 
two, and a spare motor. And I figured 
that anybody that had two of the latest 
ones and a spare motor just really 
didn’t qualify to get a fresh one every 
year, because nobody else did. And 
that’s the truth behind that.” 

A few years ago there were rumors, 
and pictures, of a four-stroke Yamaha 
V-4 endurance racer. 

“It's. still under development in 
Japan, they've been running it. I 
would imagine that they're not entirely 
happy with the performance or they 
would have it out by now. But, I’m 
quite sure that the bike will come. It’s 
a development bed for several 
different, varying displacement 
models, and I’m sure that the bike wil! 
be run. It’s designed primarily for 24 
hour endurance racing and I know 
they have one section of the factory 
R&D that’s working solely on that 
motorcycle. Yamaha is much like 
Honda; I don’t think they'd bring it 
out before it’s ready to win. It wont 
come out just to thrash around and 
watch it, explode. I believe they will be 
1000cc and they'll eventually build < 
street bike based on that, which would 
be the logical configuration. I don't 
know that for a fact, but it’s just a 
logical guess. The four cylinder in- 
lines have got about as big as they can 
go, because now you're into the Honda 
sixes and the Kawasakis. They're so 
wide that they're getting really 
awkward, so, if you could build a V-4 
or a V-6, they'll be back down to three 
cylinder width and you can tuck the 
gearbox in under the back Vee. And 
with water cooling, you don’t have to 
worry about the back cylinder running 
hot. So, that should be a very logical 
way to go for a big street bike of the 
future.” 

The rest of the world races 500cc 
bikes. Is there a YZR500 in our future? 

“Yes! I've got on order for 1980, 20 
of those motorcycles and those will 
include the rotating exhaust valve. At 
least I’ve been informed that they will. 
I don’t have a price on them, yet, 
because that will be based on the rate 
of the dollar/yen at that time, but, 
they'll be expensive...and very few 
750s for 1980 because there will be no 
750cc world class. The 750cc has just 
about reached the end of its line. The 
500cc is a much nicer motorcycle to 
race. Power is a little softer, it's 
lighter, and it’s much easier to ride, 
according to Kenny. I've never ridden 
that particular one. 

“I'm also getting the 125cc single 
road racers brought into this country, 
too, for the club level racers, From the 
last prices that I got from the Honda 
people, it will be just a little more 
money. But the bike is supposedly 
considerably faster from the results 
I've seen in Indonesia and places like 
that, where they've raced against each 
other. We've never had one here, but I 
understand that it is competitively 
priced, maybe 12% more money. But 
it was designed as a racer from the 
ground up and not a modified 
motocross motor. And it is water- 
cooled as opposed to air-cooled, so, 





there is considerably more cost in 
making that particular bike. I’m not 
sure whether it will come with 
magnesium wheels or spoke wheels.” 

The AMA restrictor rule for road 
racing has been yery controversial. 
Here is how Clark feels about it. 

“Well, I think that the restrictor 
tule solved an awful lot of problems 
that they had. The bikes are extremely 
fast without them. And it’s not so 
much the speed as it is the brute 
torque that they've got down low. 
They're shredding the tires, tearing 
the chains off and dumping the riders 
on their heads. If you just twitched or 
you happened to turn the throttle on 
and hit a bumps, it could fire you 
down the road so quick. And putting 
the restrictors in hasn’t taken that 
much off the lap times, it’s just made 
the bikes a lot smoother down low and 
a lot easier to ride. Kenny has said that 
there are race tracks where even if he is 
permitted to not run any restrictors, 
that he would prefer to run them 
because it’s quicker. It doesn’t take the 
mind-shattering concentration that if 
you blink for one second, you’re down 
with the thing. It’s a lot easier to jsut 
go and roll it on without, having to 
creep it on like you were adjusting a 
micrometer. I think that rule is an 
excellent rule.” 

Brand competition has been sadly 
lacking in AMA Class “C.” On the dirt 
tracks, Harley-Davidson rules 
supreme; on the pavement, you have 
ito ride a Yamaha. According to Clark, 
ito stimulate brand competition, the 

[AMA should: “Throw out the 
claiming rule. Throw. out having to 
bring 25 of everything in and open it 
wide open and let everybody bring 
whatever they want to run. And if 
Suzuki and Kawasaki and Honda and 
Yamaha all show up for Daytona this 
year, that’s got to be a whole lot-better 
than having 48 Yamahas running 
around. The days at Daytona really 
meant something to me. The days that 
they had BSAs and Triumphs and 
Nortons and Yamahas and Kawasakis 
and Suzukis all there. I don’t want to 
see us win a Yamaha parade. (The 
AMA has dropped the claiming and 
homologation rules for Daytona... 
Editor.) 


“Then we get it from the factory. 
When you want to support guys like 
Skip, or Mike Baldwin or Randy 
Mamola or Dale Singleton, you get the 
same question back all the time: ‘Why 
do we have to spend this money on 
road racing when Yamaha's going to 
win anyway?’ I’m sure Dick O’Brien 
gets the same thing. Dick and I have 
talked a lot about it. Dick said, “The 
worst thing that would happen to me is 
for Yamaha to get out of it, because 
who are you going to beat, but 
yourself?’ How do you explain to the 
people who are making up the budget 
that you want to hire two more riders 
and spend another $750,000,000 to 
beat yourself? That just doesn’t make 
any sense at all. The 500cc GP class, 
where everybody is running, that has 
some value. The motocross has some 
value, because we can beat Suzuki and 
we can beat Kawassaki and we can 
beat Honda. The same thing with the 
World Championship road race class. 
If you just go out and for Kenny 
Roberts to beat Christian Sarron and 
Skip Aksland, all riding Yamahas, is 
absolutely no advertising value to us at 
all.” 

The AMA rule requiring that you 
delcare which motocross champion- 
ship class that you are contesting 
has been met with both boos and 
applause. When asked how he felt 
about it, Clark replied: “When the 
AMA motocross commissioner at that 
time, Mike DiPrete, called me up 
and asked me what I thought of it, I 
said I thought it was an excellent idea. 
I still do, because what it does is: If I 
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Bob Hannah is the man who's holding the attention of Yamaha mechanic Keith McCarty and the ubiquitous KC. 


had taken a Bob Hannah, I could 
enter him in everything. Then all I 
would need would be.a Bob Hannah 
and a back-up; and it’s obvious he 
could probably win everything. He's 
one of the fastest 125cc riders; he's 
been the 125cc National Champion. 
He is the fastest 250cc rider and he 
would have been the 500cc National 
Champion if he hadn't had just a 
simple mechanical malfunction in the 
last race. And that’s not good for 
anybody; it’s no good for the sport. So 
with this, where you've got everybody 
separated into classes and one series a 


year, at the end of the year where they 
all compete together to show who is 
best, that’s great because that lets me 
hire more young riders and give the 
riders more places to go. They commit 
themselves to a class. Instead of having 
one rider, now I have five. Otherwise I 
would have two. That's just the way I 
feel about it personally. I liked that 
idea right from the conception.” 

What does Clark think would 
improve and expand the sport of 
motocross? “As far as the sport of 
motocross goes, I think you're going to 
see more and more stadium racing. 





Because people in these days will just 
not drive 55 miles out into the country 
to stand up in either a very muddy or a 
very dusty cow pasture, watch two 
corners of a race and pay $5 to $7.50 
to get in that place. They'll pay $25 to 
go sit in the bleachers at Anaheim 
Stadium or somewhere else and they 
can see the whole race right in front of 
them. Of course this doesn’t generate 
much of the rider training for the two 
45-minute motos, but I think you'll see 
two years down the road that the 
majority of the hero -events will be 
stadium motocross.” 9

Championship Enduro 





Preparing Your 


Bike 


Before the first enduro 


Assuming you have a motorcycle 
which is basically right for enduro, 
either one of the all-out enduro bikes 
or a fast trailbike, motocrosser or 
dual-purpose. machine modified so it 


fills more closely the needs of cross- 
country competition, there are still 


- things to be done to it before it carries 


you on its first enduro. If your bike is 
new, put some miles omit. Break it in 
the way the manufacturer suggests. 














You'll become familiar with your new 
mount, and the care and treatment 
you give it during those first hours will 
have a lot to do with its performance 
and reliability later when it’s operated 
at high speeds and under extremely 
bad conditions. The engine and 
transmission, particularly, need this 
break-in time so moving parts can get 
a natural polish from each other and 
seat properly. Follow the owner’s 
manual you got with the bike. Usually, 
it gives explicit instructions to follow 
during break-in, often including an 
increase in the oil mixed with fuel 
during this period. 

With a bike that’s not new and may 
have gone several months and a lot of 
miles since break-in or overhaul, you'll 
probably want to check the top end for 
cylinder and ring wear and at least to 
decarbonize the top of the piston and 
inside of the head if they need it. Even 
with just new rings, you need to take it 
easy for a few miles, but if you get a 
rebore and new piston, plan to break it 
in again much like you would a new 
engine. Try to put on 100 miles at 
moderate speeds before you start out 
on an enduro. 

In the riding you've done breaking 
in the bike or preparing yourself for 
your first endurance run, you'll get an 
idea of how much gas you use and 
whether the fuel tank is big enough or 
not. AMA rules require gas stops no 
more than 55 miles apart, so if you can 
go that far before refueling you may 
think you're all set. But even the 
manufacturers get fooled once in a 
while about how far a™particular 
motorcycle can go, even if it's designed 
specifically for cross-country use. Trail 
conditions are often worse than 
anyone could predict, and they may 
stay that way for a larger percentage of 
the total miles in a run than was 
figured when the tank size was 
decided. You have to allow enough 
extra capacity for the increased gas 
consumption of extended low-gear 
operation in extremely rough going, 
poor traction in mud or snow, getting 
stuck or taking a wrong trail. Be sure 
your tank is large enough. If it isn’t, 
put on a slightly bigger one. 

` A skid plate should be installed if 
you'll be riding in an area with a lot of 
rocks. It'protects the engine cases from 
damage that’s likely to be serious and 
expensive and prevent you from reaching 
the finish. Most enduro bikes come 
equipped with one, but if your's 
doesn’t, there are accessory skid plates 
designed for almost all dirt bikes, or 
you might want to make one yourself 
out of heavy aluminum sheet. The 
ones projecting out from the frame on 
each side of the bike do the best job of 
protecting the sidecases. 

To keep underbrush from jamming 
between the shift and brake levers and 
the sidecases it’s a good idea to install 
brush cables or chains from the 
forward end of the levers to the frame 
downtubing or to the front corners of 
the skid plate. Don’t make them too 
heavy, and leave enough slack so the 
movement of the shifter and the rear 
brake pedal aren't restricted. More 
and more off-road motorcycles are 
coming equipped with a folding shift 
lever and a brake pedal mounted very 
close to the sidecase. This just about 
eliminates the need for brush cables or 
guards, so you may want to go that 
way. Hi-Point has a universal folding 
lever, which is welded onto the stock 
shift or brake lever after the original 
rigid tip has been cut off, as well as 
complete folding shift levers for several 
brands of bikes. It’s one of the best 
ways to prevent serious damage. 


Flat-proofing your tires is a must if 
you haven't already done it. There are 
several brands, including one called 
Flat-Proof, and what they do is coat 
the inside of the tire with a sticky, 
puncture-sealing compound that 








keeps the air inside when it hits 
something sharp. All you do is let the 
air out of your tires, remove the valve 
cores from the stems and pour half the 
bottle of Flat-Proof into each tire. 
Then you screw the valve cores back in 
and inflate a little higher than usual to 
help spread the compound evenly. 
Some manufacturers claim their 
product will also balance the wheels if 
you ride your bike right after putting it 
in, but the important feature for 
enduro riders is the preventing of most 
flat tires on the trail. 

Also before you first enduro you'll 
want to install everything you'll need 
to compete or be required to have. 
You'll need a front number plate (side 
numbers are seldom used, except in 
reliability trials) on which you can 
stick your riding number. It also 
protects any enduro instruments 
mounted to the rear of it. Your 
speedometer, enduro pilot, computer, 
route sheet holder and clock should be 
mounted if they aren’t already in 
place. And so should all the 
equipment that is mandatory for a 
particular run, like headlight, 
taillight, license plate, horn, rearview 
mirror and fire extinguisher. Some 
riders leave most of this gear on all the 
time, but you may want to take it off 
between runs to lighten your 
motorcycle for play riding and to keep 
the equipment from getting damaged. 


Preparation for each run 


Your bike should have been washed 
soon after the last enduro and the 
chain lubricated to keep it from 
rusting. The cover over the magneto 
or CDI should have been removed 
after the washing, and the inside 
wiped out and dried. If it was a muddy 
run, the brake shoes and linings 
should have been cleaned. All this 
prevents deterioration of the bike prior 
to the time you start preparing it for 
the next meet. And it makes it easier 
to work on and to find parts broken or 
needing replacement, tightening, 
straightening or adjustment. 

When the next enduro is a couple of 
days away and you won't be riding 
your bike anymore before the event, 
you can start preparing it. Begin by 
cleaning the air filter and air box. 
Take out the foam element (you 
should be using a Twin-Air or other 
high-quality foam element that 
doesn’t permit water to pass through), 
and clean it thoroughly in solvent, 
then hang it up to dry, While you're 
waiting wipe out the inside of the air 
box until all dirt and grease are gone, 
being careful not tō let any dirt fall 
into the carburetor air intake hose. 
Better stuff a clean rag into it before 
you begin the cleaning operation. 
Once the air box is spotless, coat all 
inside surfaces with a fairly heavy coat 
of light grease, patting it with your 
fingers to stipple the surface and make 
it able to catch more dirt before it 
reaches the filter. The foam element 
should be dry by now, so coat it 
completely with filter oil and then 
squeeze it gently until the oil works all 
the way through the foam and the 
excess drips off. Be sure to remove any 
rag you may have used to block the 
carb intake before you replace the 
filter assembly, and it’s best if you 
grease any edges where air might leak 
past without being filtered. 

The grease in the air box is very 
important. Pieces of weeds and grass 
and large particles of flying dirt and 
sand are trapped on the grease before 
they reach the filter element. This

keeps the foam from clogging so soon 
and cutting down the performance of 
your bike’s engine. 

Next, check your spark arrestor and 
silencer for accumulation of carbon 
and oil that also affect performance. 
You may find you don’t have to take it 
apart before every run, but when you 
do, clean the parts so the exhaust will 
flow freely. At least once a year you'll 
have to remove what's left of the old, 
clogged packing in the silencer and 
repack it with new material (usually 
fiberglass, but. sometimes a special 
steel wool). When it’s all back together 
be sure to check that it’s securely 
fastened to the exhaust pipe and that 
the pipe is mounted correctly to the 
engine and bike. You don’t want it to 
loosen up or fall off out on the trail 
somewhere. 


Now, with the air cleaner and 
muffler serviced you can do a better 
job of tuning the engine. If it’s been 
right on, put in a fresh sparkplug of 
the same heat and leave the rest alone. 
But you might want to check the 
points and timing (except on bikes 
with CDI), clean the carb bowl and 
make some jetting changes to improve 
the performance, especially if the 
enduro will be at a significantly 
different altitude than where you've 
been riding. Consult your owner’s 


combinations, but you might want to 
find out what other riders with the 
same bike will be using. 
Waterproofing comes next, and it’s 
about as important as anything you 
can do to prepare for a run anywhere 
east of the Rockies. Riders from 
California and Nevada and other 
normally dry states don’t have any idea 
what it’s all about, but anyone who's 
been in an eastern enduro in anything 
but the dead of summer knows you'd 
better be waterproof or you won't 
make it. Some motorcycles are built to 
survive deep water better than others 
(the Penton/KTM with its high frame- 
breather is a good example), yet every 
bike needs to be waterproofed before 
each enduro to improve its chances of 
finishing well. Silicone sealant works 
best for making the sidecover over the 
electrics water-tight and for sealing 
places where wires or hoses come 
through the cases. One advantage is 
it’s not as permanent as other types of 
sealants, like the ones that are Thiokol 
base. You can peel it off easily for 
disassembly, even though it will seal 
tightly to clean surfaces. Using either 
sealant or duct tape, whichever seems 
best, try to block every place where 
water could enter the engine directly 
or from splashing. Don't cut off the air 
box from its supply of outside air, but 
try to deflect spraying water and keep 
out the flood during deep river

crossings. Remember to waterproof 
the top of the carburetor if it doesn't 
have a rubber boot already. And seal 
the coil and its wire connections. 

How about the forks and shocks? 
Better check them for damage and 
leaking and fix them before the run. 
What about the adjustments? Are they 
right for your kind of riding at your 
present weight, or have you noticed 
they're bottoming or topping out more 
than they should? Maybe you should 
change the dampening or pre-load of 
the shocks or try different springs or 
air settings. On the forks all you can do 
is try a different. weight oil and adjust 
the air if they are air forks. 

Now put your bike on a center stand 
or box so you can remove the wheels to 
check the bearings and brakes for 
damage and wear. If you didn’t clean 
the brakes after the last enduro, do it 
now. Replace the brake shoes if they're 
almost worn down or you've about 
reached the limit of adjustment. Shoes 
that are OK should be sanded lightly 
with a fine-grit paper to remove the 
gloss on the surface and increase your 
stopping power. Check all wheel 
bearings to be sure they're not broken 
or jammed, then put some grease on 
them. Also grease the brake actuating 
cams before you reassemble the hubs, 
even though they may be equipped 
with grease fittings. Make sure you 
don’t get any oil or grease on the face 





of the shoes, though. Have you noticed 
any wear on spacers or other. hub 
parts? If you do, there could be 
enough difference in size from the 
original to cause wheel trouble in the 
future. Better replace them now. Also 
check the spokes for tightness and even 
adjustment all around and replace 
broken ones. An out-of-shape wheel is 
best taken to a motorcycle shop for 
truing. 

Before you put the rear wheel back 
on be sure to check the sprockets for 
uneven wear or hooking of the teeth. 
When you find hooked teeth on either 
the countershaft or rear sprocket, that 
sprocket should be replaced right away 
before it causes the chain to come off. 
The chain may be bad, too, so check 
its exact length and lateral play 
against the same size new chain of the 
same number of links. You may want 
to replace it at the same time. 
Otherwise, clean it in solvent with a 
small brush (an old toothbrush works 
fine), then soak it for several hours in 
SAE 80 oil. Wipe off the excess before 
putting it back on the bike. 


With the wheels and chain on, take 
your bike down off the center stand 
and adjust the chain. Be sure the 
chain guide or chain tensioner is in 
perfect alignment and doesn’t try to 
guide the chain off the rear sprocket. 
The low position of many guides and 
tensioners make them very vulnerable 
to getting bent by rocks or tree stumps. 
You have to keep an eye on them. 


Tire pressure is a matter of personal 
preference, experience and the kind of 
terrain you're probably going to be 
riding on, but don’t forget to check it 
and adjust it to where you want it 
before each run. Typical pressures for 
enduros in the eastern U.S. are 10-12 
Ibs. in the rear and 13-15 Ibs. up front. 
At these or lower pressures your wheels 
must be equipped with rim locks, rim 
pins or sheet metal screws to prevent 
the tires from slipping under 
acceleration or braking and possibly 
tearing out the valve stem. Even with 
one of the rim locking devices it may 
happen, so it's best to leave the nut on 
each valve stem loose. This way if 
there is slipping you'll be able to see 
and correct it before it causes a flat. 
Have you just mounted a new tire? Be 
sure you flat-proofed it. 

If your motorcycle is equipped with 
grease fittings on such parts as the 
steering head, swingarm, shifter 
linkage and brake cams, lubricate all 
of them with a good all-purpose grease 
or one sold for outboard motors, 
which is formulated for use under 
water. Grease the speedo drive, too, 
and fill the lower cable coupling 
before attaching it to the drive. It will 
help keep water from being pumped 
up the cable to the inside of the 
speedometer or enduro pilot. 

Now check the gearbox oil. Is it low, 
or does it need changing? Then bring 
it up to the correct level or change the 
oil. Also, if your engine is oil-injection 
instead of pre-mix, top off the oil tank 
so you won't run low. 

What is the condition of your 
control cables? You’d better replace 
them right now if they're damaged or 
worn. Kinks, cuts and frayed ends 
mean trouble. The throttle cable (and 
the oil pump cable if you have one) is 
the most vulnerable and the most 
serious to have fail. Be sure it works 
easily and snaps completely closed 
when you release it. All the cables 
should be routed to reduce the chance 
they'll be snagged on low branches or 
other obstacles. Lubricate them so 
they work freely, then adjust the 
clutch and front brake levers so they 
have the right amount of free play. 
The owner’s manual usually tells how 
much to allow. 

Go over your bike to see if you've 
forgotten anything. Check all bolts 











and screws for tightness. Everything 
except aircraft locknuts should be 
prevented from coming loose, either 
with safety wire or one of the locking 
fluids like Locktite or Vibra-Tite. 
Lock-washers will usually hold, but for 
enduro riding you're safer if you back 
them up with a jam-nut, thread fluid 
or other way of keeping the bolt or nut 
from coming off. 

Finish up preparing your bike by 
putting on it all the tools and spare 
parts you want to carry. Some riders 
put almost everything in a tool bag 
and carry the rest in their pockets. 
Others, particularly those who ride the 
ISDT or the reliability trials used as 
qualifiers, strap their most-used tools 
to the motorcycle with heavy rubber 
bands made from cut-up innertubes, 
putting them where they're the 
handiest. The plug wrench may be 
attached to the cylinder head, and the 
big wrench for axle nuts-and other 
parts may be on the downtubes. Or a 
special multi-purpose wrench might 
be fastened across the frame loop 
behind the seat with a custom bracket. 
An extra throttle cable is often carried 
right next to the one in use by taping 
the two together. All this saves 
valuable seconds when you're making 
sparkplug changes, chain adjustments 
or repairs. And if you paint the tools 
and parts you might drop in the field, 


your important wrenches and things © 


like axle nuts, spacers and chain 
adjusters, you'll find them more easily 
on the ground. 

So you won't forget anything, there's 
a check list of tools and parts you 
should carry included in this chapter. 
You may want to make some changes, 
but what's included has been proven 
valuable in years of enduro riding by 
average competitors and experts alike. 


Check List 
TOOLS AND PARTS ON BIKE 


. Standard bike tool kit, including 
Allen wrenches if needed. 

2. Sparkplug wrench and at least two 
spare sparkplugs. 

. Small adjustable or universal wrench. 

. Vise-Grips. 

. Small screwdriver(s), (Both stan- 
dard and Phillips may be needed). 
6. Small lineman’s pliers with wire 

cutters, and some soft steel, brass 
or stainless wire. 

7. Chain breaker and extra links (mas- 
ter and half links and maybe a short 
piece of drive chain). 

8. Small container of chain lube. 

9. Extra throttle cable. (You can ride 
without the others.) 

10. Extra gas line tubing.

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Afterwards 

Preparation for an enduro comes 
full circle when the meet is over. You 
really start immediately to get ready 
for the next run when you wash your 
bike, dry out the electrics and clean 
the brakes soon afterwards. You'll 
want to order any replacement parts 
you need, too, and have any repairs 
done you can’t handle yourself. If you 
think something hasn’t been working 
right, even though you can’t pinpoint 
the problem, now is the’ time to follow 
up on it. You're riding in a tough 
event, far from help and often under 
conditions so awful no motorcycle 
should be expected to survive. You'll 
increase your chances of success if you 
follow up on every suspicion of 


trouble, no matter how insignificant - 


or silly it seems. You're likely to be 
right. 2

An attractive aftermarket accessory 
-assembled alternative

Ya say you just got your first lesson in inter- 
national finance? Namely, how the yen trans- 
lates into dollars, or more accurately, how 
many yen exchange into how many dollars? 


With 1979 motocrossers from 
across the Pacific costing several 
hundred dollars more than the 
‘78 models, more racers than 


ever before will be feeling the pinch of 
buying and outfitting their new MXer. 
Keeping this fact in mind, many racers 
may end up spending their hard- 
earned dollars on their year-old race 
bike, bringing it up to 1979 standards 
with aftermarket accessories. 

One of the premiere motocross 


aftermarket manufacturers and 
distributors is DG Performance in 
Anaheim, CA. They've been in 


business for more than five years and 
have consistently produced quality 
aftermarket parts and accessories as 
well as top quality motocrossers over 
that span. 

We had an opportunity to test a 
1978 Yamaha YZ250E with the full-on 
DG treatment. To bring it up, as well 
as possible, to 1979 standards, FIM 
side number plates were added, as was 
a cable guard front number plate. 
D.I.D. gold anodized rims with heavy- 
duty eight-gauge spokes, also gold 
anodized, were laced to the Yamaha 
hubs. Mounted on the new rims were 
| mew tires, too: a Dunlop Sports Senior 

_ 3400: x 21 anda Dunlop K68-5. 00 x-18. =-

They are considerably better than the 
stock IRC tires that come standard on 
the E model. 

The suspension components on a 
stock YZ are probably the best stock 
components on today's current crop of 
Japanese MXers. The stock mono- 
shock is extremely adjustable, the only 
real problem occurring in the over-20- 
minute-moto area. The shock tends to 
fade after 20 minutes of hard racing as 
the oil becomes too hot. DG added a 
Luft reservoir to increase oil capacity 
and provide more cooling for the 
monoshock. It works. 

The real change in suspension 
occurred in the front end. KYB air/oil 
forks were bolted on in place of the 
stock forks and the difference can only 
be described as plush. With about an 
inch more travel at 11 inches, the KYB 
forks felt more comfortable and 
plusher than the stockers. 

Matched with the Dunlop front tire, 
the YZ hooked up remarkably better 
than the stock combination. Specifi- 
cally, the YZ seemed to turn inside 
better than in previous attempts. 
Yamaha has also taken this one 
consideration into 1979 engineering, 
and -as a result your more expensive 
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in to allow turning inside with a 
greater degree of ease. The KYB forks 
are still a very pretty piece, however. 
But the $299 price may take some time 
to find itself within your racing 
budget. They are definitely nicer than 
the stock forks, but we're not sure 
they're $299 nicer. If your racing 
demands one of the best, though, 
you've come to the right place. 

The 250E model YZ was a very high 
RPM motocrosser; the power was alive 
and well in the upper band of power, 
only. This was all fine and good if you 
just stepped off a 125 and depended 
only on top end power. But to help all 
of us lazy motocrossers, DG has the 
answer to the screamin’ meemies. 
They took a stock YZ250E and gave it 
their Stage V porting, their top of the 
line porting job. As such, one might 
think it also would be high RPM only, 
designated for Experts only. This may 
be so, but not when hooked up to the 
biggest bargain on the whole bike, the 
DG pipe. Your $85 could hardly be 
spent in a more efficient manner. The 
pipe gives the bike more low end than 
stock, and when matched with the 
Stage V porting and .010” milled off 
the head, the engine produces notice- 
ably more power and low end. You 
end up with more power everywhere. 

To keep all that expensive internal 
engine work safe, a JT Phase II air 
filter was installed. They set the 
standard for today’s air filters. DG 
stocks and distributes the full line of 
JT products should the need arise to 
get in touch with one of these little 
blue devils. 

To complete the finish 
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selves, DG added a crossbar pad and 
MTD unbreakable lever assemblies. 
To protect the bike's tank from us, DG 
vinyl tank stickers were applied. 

How does the whole package work? 
After getting the jetting dialed in and 
Suspension set up properly, overall 
performances increased considerably. 
The YZ unquestionably has more 
power and more useable power. The 
suspension was more comfortable and 
willing to make any rider of any skill 
go faster, for longer periods of time. 
The total cost for all DG added 
components was $847. You may 
already have some of these components 
on your bike, so you'll probably spend 
less than the $847 figure quoted here. 

You'll probably get around $1000 
— $1100 on your YZ in trade toward a 
new one costing in the neighborhood 
of $1900 — $2000, leaving you in the 
hole for around 900 hard-earned 
dollars to acquire a new stock YZ. 
Start setting it up to your ability and 
you could be looking at another $300, 
easy. You're looking at up to $1200 
expenditure overall when trading. 

In defense of the 1979 YZs, they do 
come with FIM number plates, a front 
cable guard, more power in mid and 
low ranges, about an inch more 
suspension than 1978, a pulled in front 
end for tighter turning, plus a full 
floating rear brake, not on our DG 
bike. 

A new bike, of course, is advanta- 
geous for the obvious reason of being 
new, not one worn year old. But, if 
finances are not as willing as you are, 
consider the aftermarket alternative.

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CRC Candy Ass 
Enduro: The Great 
Club Challenge

BARSTOW, CA, FEB. 11 

The United Enduro Association 
swept to a convincing win in 
California Racing Club’s annual 
Club Challenge at the Candy Ass 
Family Enduro. The challenge is 
where each club enters up to 15 riders 
and the scores of the 10 best in each 
club count towards the championship. 
In addition there is a “special test” at 
the end of the enduro just for the club 
teams where each club team tackles a 
two mile course for time with an 
interesting twist: The club team’s time 
is taken when their 10th rider crosses 
the finish line. 

The Ridgeriders M.C. edged out the 
UEA in the special test by three 
seconds but the UEA dropped only 14 
points for their 10 best riders during 


the enduro compared to 24 for the 


Ridgeriders. Former champions 
Barbenders M.C. took third. The 
UEA club team was composed of Tom 
Webb (C-A), Jerry Counts (C-A), 
Larry Langley (Hus),- Bobby Piche 
(Suz), Dick Johnson (C-A), Ed 
Mazenko (Suz), Sam Orrick (Suz), 
Tom King (KTM), Bob Pryer (Suz), 
Pooch (Hus), Jim Olson (Hus), B.J. 
Olson (Hus), Dan Cline (KTM), Tom 
Chow (KTM) and Bob Ashlock (Hus). 


The popular event drew around 
1000 riders and is one of CRC’s best 
draws of the year. Pits were located at 
Sidewinder Road just ~ south of 
Barstow. The snow from the previous 
week had melted off and in the space 
of the short time period, the ground 
dried completely out, leaving good old 
dust for the riders to be burdened 
with. 


The 20 club teams were positioned 
on minutes 1 through 60 with five 
riders per minute and the first team 
left at 8:01 a.m. 2 


The first loop was really easy with a 
whole bunch of zeros. The third check 
was the tiebreaker and it was located 
right at the top of a hill. More than 
one rider had to “trials” ride up the 
hill slowly to avoid arriving early. Five 
one loopers zero/zeroed the loop. 
Marlene Simpson (200 W/A), Nancy 
Wilhelm (200 W/B), Joni Wilhelm 
(125 W/B), Melanie Mahan (200 
W/A) and Don Phillips (200 C-16) all 
performance the perfect score. First 
Mini was Daniel Crocker who tied with 
Denny Trippel with just one second 
lost. 


The second loop was 21 mph for a 
few miles then 24 mph for the rest of 
the loop. CRC surprised the riders 
with “mileage markers” which helped 
keep the riders’ speedometers in 
calibration during the long section. 
CRC clocked the enduro during the 
snow and probably felt that there 
might be a big difference in speed- 
ometers when the snow melted off. 
The first check was located a 3.5 
miles out and many riders thought 
that they were in the tough section but 
the course eased up afterwards a bit 
and riders who weren’t right on their 
timekeeping hit the next check early. 


The real fast section was located 
_near,the end, of, the,enduro with just 
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6.4 miles to go. A “Check-in” check 
was there to-insure riders didn’t go into 
the section early and it was a tie- 
breaker check which was a bit 
unusual. This presented riders with a 
choice: Hit the check right on 30 
seconds (perfect score) or hit it at 
about 15 seconds to gain the extra 
time in case the section was really 
tough and possibly save a point with 
the 15 seconds saved. As it turned out 
the section wasn't as tight as previous 
years and there were a bunch of zeroes 
led by Garner Palenske, who rides a 
big bore Maico for DMG maico. He 
dropped just two seconds. to edge out 
Tom Cole who lost just four seconds.

Angeles Times, the Bureau of Land Management has filed a court 
order seeking contempt citations against four men who, as the article 
words it, “‘alledgedly organized a 150-mile motorcycle race last year 
through protected desert areas from Barstow to Las Vegas.” 

Again, quoting the L.A. Times item: ‘The BLM is charging that Rich 
Sieman, editor: of Dirt Bike Magazine, along with Louis McKey, 
Albert Fols and William Brinson, defied a court order issued last Nov. 
23 by a federal judge that restricted the ride through the desert to 50 
motorcycles. Instead, 600 participated in the race while 2,000 specta- 


“The BLM is choosing this as their point of confrontation,” Rick 
Sieman responded in a phone conversation early Monday afternoon. 
“They want to put us in jail, plus have us pay all their legal fees, which 
will add up to thousands of dollars. 

“Our legal fund is healthy, although we could use more, and right 
now we're waiting for the impact of the articles that are just coming 
out in the monthly publications.

It was a classic confronta- 
tion February 3 at the Houston 
Astrodome. Youth against ex- 
perience. Established factory 
racing entries against the 
genius of inspired privateer 
engineering. And it unraveled 
in true Horatio Alger fashion, 
with 19-year-old Mickey Fay 
and his Honda XR500 special 
winning handily. To make it 
even sweeter, it was his first 
National Championship win.

Neither 
had time (although they tried) to pitch 
it sideways and slide into that sharp 
left turn. Both riders went down. 
Roeseler went over his handlebars 
when his bike slammed into a steel 
cable. Fishback’s speedway experience 
pulled him through as he slid to a stop 
on his side. Within minutes, being the 
professionals they are, both were up, 
shaking hands and discussing the race 
which was declared a dead heat by 
officials. 


Next came the Open race and 
among those on the front line were 
Craig Adams, Wayne Martin, Mike 
Sixberry and Roeseler. On the first 
lap, it was Martin followed closely by 
Adams, Sixberry, Eric MacCracken 
and then Roeseler. On the second lap, 
it was Roeseler, Sixberry, Adams, 
Martin and Rick Beeson. For the next 
five laps, second place seemed up for 
grabs. Then on the last lap, Adams 
made his move. But it appeared that 
he was having great difficulty keeping 
his gas tank in place as he took the 
checkered behind Roeseler. 





As usual, the Seniors, who run all 
bike sizes at the same time, had many 
individual races going on 
simultaneously.

Snow hits 
Prospectors Gold 
Rush D-37 Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 4 
The 300 entrants to the Prospec- 
tors. M.C.-D-37 enduro -were 


greeted by clear skies which af- 
forded them a clear view of the 
surrounding area which was covered, 
and I mean covered, with snow from 
the storms during the preceeding 
week. While most of the enduro course 
seemed ridable on Saturday 
(according to the Prospectors) 
everyone was very concerned with the 
second half of the second loop in the 
hills south of the Teagle Wash camp. 

A few Double A riders showed up to 
get a feel for the area as the upcoming 
Chaparrals National Enduro on 
February 18 will run in the same area. 
Local enduro riders were riding with 
the likes of Mike Hannon, Rick 
Munyon and five time National 
Champion Dick Burleson. All post- 
entered which was a smart move since 
the earlier numbers were breaking 
trail. 

Riders coaxed their very cold bikes 
to life and promptly at 8:01, the first 
four riders set off down a frozen 
sandwash. The first loop crossed 
Trona Road and generally ran in what 
the BLM calls the Radamacher Open 
Area between Trona Road and

Highway 395. Speeds were 21, 18 and 
24 mph and attainable even on the 
frozen trails and icy washes. A check at 
the first possible opportunity at 3.5 
miles caught a few riders early and 
then two more checks at the next two 
possibles had everyone on their toes. 
The Prospectors set up seven checks in 
all on the loop which is probably three 
more than normal. Check F had riders 
concerned as the flip cards were a 
minute off. Number One 200cc class 
rider Jay Tullis on his XR-185 Honda 
mis-read his mileage and came around 
the corner before the check a good five 
minutes early, realized his error and 
conveniently “crashed.” Jay made a 
good show of changing spark plugs 
and trying to ge the bike started as the 
clock ticked off towards his arrival 
time. Finally Jay got it going but he 
wasn’t complaining as they marked his 
card a minute late instead of five 
minutes early. Jay is now in early 
contention for an academy award for 
best short subject. 


Riders soon learned that on the 
north side of the hills the snow hadn't 
melted and could be treacherous while 
the south side facing the sun usually 
had snow-free trails to offer. One turn 
onto a sandwash was particularly 
memorable as it was covered with a 
good two inches of solid ice. Speedway 
style seemed to be the hot setup. 
Riders didn’t encounter heavy snow 
until the north side of the railroad 
tracks where they got a taste of what 
was waiting for them on the second 
loop, as the snow was well over a foot 
deep. 

The second loop headed northeast 
into the Spangler Hills. The 
Prospectors did a good job of scouting 
in trails in the heavily used areas but 
the speed averages would have been 
way too slow if it hadn’t snowed. As it 
was the checks were very attainable for 
the A riders, anyway. 
speedometer was used about three 
miles into the loop and apparently the 
new marking bike was one which has a 
notoriously bad reset capability. The 
mileage started becoming very erratic. 
The speed changes and mileage 
markers kept everything pretty much 
in control until Check J which was 
located at 65.9 miles, just three miles 
past check I. Riders calibrated their 
speedometers at the 65 mile sign and 
rode up a hill thinking they would stop 
in free territory at the top which was

right at 65.8 miles and surprise! There 
was Check J a full .1 mile off in 
mileage just .8 mile from the mileage 


~marker. Some of the better riders hit it 


three minutes early! The check is 
under protest (the Prospectors have 
the dubious honor of having the only 
mileage protests in the last two years 
since the mileage markers went into 
use). Unfortunately it was also the 
second loop tiebreaker and if it gets 
thrown. out only the first loop 
tiebreaker will be used to break ties. 

Now the course set off across the 
valley into the snow covered hills. The 
snow was so deep that you could have 
easily skiied there. Not much fun for 
riding motorcycles but the Prospectors 
in their wisdom allowed the loop to 
continue, even though their pre-sweep 
riders didn’t make it around the loop. 
The riders caught them about halfway 
through the section. The first 20 rows 
of riders had it pretty tough as the 
snow in places was two feet deep. 
There was two really memorial spots. 
The downhill and the uphill canyon. 
The downhill has a rather steep sand 
downhill leading into a tight canyon. 
The “groove” was a disaster because it 
was ice and riders who chose to use it 
found themselves sliding down faster 
and faster. The only way to stop was to 
crash into a snowbank. The hot tip 
was to get off into the virgin snow 
which allowed some control over the 
bike. Following the downhill was an 
uphill wash that seemed to go on 
forever. Most riders couldn't get out of 
first or second gear and paddled their 
way to the top. Very exhausting. The 
later numbers had the trail broken in 
much better and were able to cope. 
Burleson reportedly used fifth gear 
and zipped right up. 

The biggest disappointment for the 
riders who busted their ass to maintain 
the schedule was that there wasn’t one 
solitary check in the whole section. 
There was an ‘observation check 
consisting of a couple of checkers who 
arrived too late to set up a secret 
check. Most of the riders felt that if the 
club ran the section, they should have 
insured at least one check there. As it 
was they had to change the course to 
take out an uphill which couldn't be 
made in the snow. Therefore the finish 
check became the “check” for the 
section. While the earlier numbers 
had a tough time making it to the 
finish on time (only three riders in the 
first 20 rows made it), the later 
numbers arrived early fairly. easily. 
Luck of the draw. 

At the finish line, riders were 
swapping snow stories and one of the 
best I heard was how National Enduro 
winner Tom Webb (C-A) was passed 
on the downhill by Berzerko Mazenko. 
Unfortunately Mazenko wasn't on his 
bike. There were rumors he almost 
started an avalanche but I couldn't 
confirm them. 

Who won? Won't know until after 
the District 37 Competition Commit- 
tee hears the protest on Feb 8. Could 
be Mike Hannon on his new 400 
Kawasaki or maybe Mike Adams who 
picked up a Maico sponsorship and 
was riding his Wheelsmith-prepped 
250E Magnum. Maybe even the 
National Champ himself who enjoyed 
the ride but thought it was a bit slow. 
His teammate, A.C. Bakken, was out 
on his new OR-390 Husky but had a 
rear flat on the first loop. A.C. is 
planning to try for the Six Day team 
again this year. Burleson was riding a 
new WR-390 Husky which might be 
the hot set-up for enduros, 

All in all it was a very interesting 
enduro but if it hadn’t snowed, there 
probably would have been 50 zeroes 
which doesn’t make too-many of the

Adams aces UEA 
Silver Dollar enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, JAN. 28 

Question: Who has won the last 
three consecutive United Enduro 
Association enduros? The 1978 
Silver Dollar, the 1978 Tuff ‘E 


Nuff and now the '79 Silver Dollar 
enduro have all gone to Mike Adams. 
Aboard his 250 Honda, he outlasted 
and outscored over 700 other riders to 
capture the overall trophy for this 
year’s Silver Dollar Family Enduro. 
Adams tallied a score of only 35 
seconds lost, which involved three tie- 
breakers on three loops, over the 100.1 
mile Red Mountain course. Mike has 
now received a sponsored ride by 
Wheelsmith aboard a new Maico 
Magnum enduro machine. 

Second overall went to Bud Lewis 
who lost 44 seconds riding a Yamaha 
in the A-Open class. Third in the 
standings went to CRC’s 1978 number 
one enduro rider Harry Keast who also 
lost 44 seconds, Harry rides a Wheel- 
smith Maico in the A-Senior category. 
Team Honda rider Jay Tullis gathered 
in the fourth position, losing only 47 
seconds riding the A-200 class. 

The pits wete located 10 miles north 
on Trona Road and one mile east on a 
good dirt road. The pits could not 
have been any more convenient. The 
sign up area was first class. UEA spent 
hours setting up a centrally located 
sign-up area which included a 30 foot 
fifth wheel trailer donated by Pennzoil 
for all rider accomodations. UEA 
received ample support from various 
members of the Training Wheels 
M.C. 

The first rider left a 8:01 in the 30- 
degree, snow-strewn weather. It had 
snowed most of the night, but just 
enough to produce perfect traction 
and to keep the dust to nil. The first 
loop had a special section designed by 
the women of UEA. The course 
immediately sauntered through the 
flat lands and across Trona Road. A 
couple of times under the railroad 
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interesting section. This section of the 


enduro was the “Colossus” of the 
desert. It was a down-right roller 
coaster track for motorcycles. What a 
blast! Out of the coaster section, it was 
through the hills and onto Charlie's 
Place for a 13-minute break. 

At Charlie’s Place the hot item was 
not to grab a beer but to warm your 
hands on the engine cases of your bike. 
After grabbing some heat, everyone 
was on the gas again. Besides having a 
special six-mile “women’s _ section” 
which weaved through Volkswagen 
sized boulders, UEA had incorporated 
some unusual course markers. Would 
anyone believe signs that read: “Next 
service 2815 miles,” or “Pet rocks for 
sale,” and even “Ya doesn't have to 
call me Johnson.” One rock was 
completely wrapped with gift paper 
and bows with a sign stating, “You 
may purchase this 40 ton rock, UPS 
included.” Pretty clever. Across the 
valley and the trail dropped into a 
trench paralleling the railroad tracks. 
The last unknown check was at the 
end of the trench. 

J.J. Adams chalked up the victory 
for the one loopers. He lost only seven 
seconds aboard his Yamaha mini. 
Robert Kano, son of Crash Kano, 
scored a second place by dropping 11 
seconds. He also rides the C-Mini class 
on a Honda. Rounding out the top 
three went to Ellen Nichols riding a 
Yamaha in the B-200 Women’s class. 

After a 21-minute break, the second 
loop got started on the west side of 
Trona Road. The pace was quick, but 
not difficult. Under the railroad tracks

the second loop were laid out by the 
teenagers of UEA. It was very 
interesting with a lot of uphill, 
downhill action. 

The real clincher was a tie-breaking 
check that was at the base of a 
downhill that was smothered with 
rocks the size of softballs. Everyone 
could see the check from the crest of 
the hill, but everyone’s downhill 
progress was hampered by the loose 
obstacles. Once everyone made it 
down the “decider,” the trail played 
around in the shallow Red Mountain 
foothills and then immediately shot 
back to the pit area for the last check. 

The- flawless riding of Steven 
Nichols enabled him to score the top 
honors in the two loop category on a 
Yamaha riding in the C-Open class. 
Nichols lost only eight seconds as did

Loop three started north of the pits 
about a mile and jetted into the 
Spangler Hills. The riders were 
subjected to full fledged ridge-running 
and down home canyon climbing. The 
course then dumped into a fast 30 
mph Teagle Wash, but a check was 
hidden right at the entrance which 
baffled many contestants. Wendy 
Pravda, who drove all the way from 
Las Lunas, New Mexico, burnt the 
check by one second on her three loop 
encounter.

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All .in all the weekend was 
marvelous. When everyone sits down 
and again remembers the interesting 
weather we encountered, the nine 
hour wait at Cajon Pass, the 
impressive 100 mile ride and the 
expert handling of the enduro by 
UEA, it all was worth it.

The 125cc Expert class went to 
Andy Orescanin from Suzuki of 
Riverside for his first win of the year. 
John Silva (Suz) blew the start. of the 
first moto and finished lap one half a 
lap behind the leaders. Orescanin, ‘in 
the meantime, was enjoying a strong 
lead over Ken Odra (Yam) and Doug 
Heil (Suz), and it was getting stronger 
with every lap. Odra managed to hold 
off Heil until he got out of shape on 
the white flag lap, surrendering 
second place to Heil and eventually 
falling back to fifth behind Silva and 
Gregg Gibboney (Yam). 

Silva didn’t ‘like finishing behind 
people so in thexnext moto smoothly 
ran away from the rest of the pack. 
Gibboney was in second place for the 
majority of the race, and if he had 
es there, Silva would have 


taken the overall victory. But 
Orescanin passed Gibboney on the 
seventh lap, establishing himself as a 
winner in the overall standings. Heil 
took fourth after crashing early in the 
race. 

The 250cc Expert class saw Larry 
Ripley (Hon) take top honors with a 
dazzling two moto win. He was 
virtually unchallenged in the early laps 
of moto one, but Heil, who was riding 
two classes for Suzuki West, did. some 
serious catching up near the end. Hi- 
Desert Honda’s Dale McKenney also 
had to work his way up in the pack to 
wind up in third place. 

In round two, Bob Broten got the 
holeshot, but Ripley and McKenney 
were right on his tail. Within two laps, 
both riders had managed to slip by 
Broten and they were soon involved in 
a battle for the top position. Ripley 
would still have taken top money if he 
had given in to McKenney’s pressures 
— Heil crashed and was no longer 
‘within striking distance — but it was a 
matter of pride. Ripley was first across 
the line and first in line for the cash, 
Heil finished in third on the final score 
sheet ahead of Broten and Don 
Jackson (Hus).

points race with Kevin Hopkins and 
Mike Holmes and the remaining two 
rounds should see some battlefield 
tactics in this aggressive class.

then KTM introduced the all- 
, new production version in 1975. 
For over two years the KTM 
250/355cc motocrossers were 
unquestionably among the best -pro- 
duction bikes available, but hardly 
anyone knew about it. The two KTM 
distributors in America made the 
wrong decision to promote the bikes as 
enduro and desert machines. They 
were dual-purpose bikes unlike any 
others, but these words of wisdom hold 
true: you can sell a motocross bike to a 
trail rider, but you can’t sell a trail 
bike to a motocrosser. The distributors 
had alienated the majority of their 
potential buyers from the beginning 
and suffered as a result. 

The new KTM of America organi- 
zation has shifted itself away from the 
old sales policies of the past and is 
trying to promote their bikes as real 
honest-to-God motocrossers. Let the 
trail riders find out for themselves they 
can still bolt lights on a KTM and go 
like hell through the woods. 

Making KTM of America’s job of 
selling bikes in "79 much easier will be 
an all-new lineup of bikes featuring a 
completely redesigned and updated 
chassis. The 250cc model will retain 
the successful World Championship

The present lineup of KTM motocrossers were 
the sleepers of American motocross. Gunnady 
Moiseev took the first Austrian prototype to 
the 250cc World Championship in 1974 and 


winning engine with improved porting 
modifications to increase low speed 
tractability. The 250cc MC -80 model 
was just released to dealers. 
The Open class bike will get a new 
engine as well. Available in March, a 
420cc powerplant similar to that used 
by Andre’ Malherbe in the 500cc 
World Championship will finally 
replace the venerable 355cc unit. 

Our test bike was the first of the new 
MC-80 KTMs in the country; a 250cc 
pre-production model flown over for 
Mike Guerra to race in the support 
class in the final rounds of the Trans- 
AMA Series. 

The main feature of the new MC- 
80 is the new frame, a complete 
redesign of which was necessary to ac- 
comodate longer travel constant rate 
rear suspension. Exact rear wheel 
travel is now 11 inches, provided on 
the production bike by Bilstein gas/ 
oil shocks. Mike had changed to 
Ohlins gas/oil reservoir shocks for his 
race bike. 

Old’: KTM owners will rejoice over 
the fact the new frame is without the 
gussets and engine braces of yester- 
year. No longer is adjusting the car- 
buretor a major overhaul because you 
can’t get at it. Also gone is the side ac- 
cess airbox and its vunerability to

water. The airbox now nestles in the 

middle of the frame with filter 

changing by removal of the seat. 
Included with the frame changes 


are an extruded aluminum swingarm - 


and a full-floating rear brakel An ex 
truded aluminum arm offers more 
strength for less weight than a more 
conventional wrided-up aluminum 
swingarm. We all know the advan- 
tages of a fu'i-floating rear brake. 
KTM's is rod actuated for better 
response. Quality is evident 
everywhere with things like rubber 
‘O” rings on the pivots of the brake 
torque arm. 

Up front there’s a new conical front 
brake to replace the older full-width 
hub unit. Top quality Sun rims are 
laced to the hubs at each end of the 
bike and shod with Metzeler 3.00 x 21 
inch front and 4.50 x 18 inch rear 
MX/Enduro tires. 

Front forks are Marzocchi’s latest 11 
inch travel air/spring leading axle 
forks. The lower slider legs are cast 
magnesium, painted bright orange to 
match the rest of the frame. 

The orange frame is accentuated 
even more by the new design fenders, 
gas tank and side panels of PCV 
plastic. Nowhere is there a trace of 
fiberglass left. The beautiful looking 
tank stickers will probably peel off 
every couple of races, but it is easier to 
replace or leave off the stickers when 
worn. than to have to put up with the 
even. worse hassle of repainting a 
fiberglass tank. 

There are so many other neat 
goodies on the bike, you just know the 
KTM engineers didn’t sleep nights 
thinking them up: folding brake and 
shift levers, kill button, deep cleated 
self-cleaning footpegs, adjustable 
heavy-duty aluminum chain-guide, 
nylon lock nuts everywhere, plastic 
front numberplate with cable guards, 


Magura’s new gear-drive throttle 
assembly, and a sidestand which clips 
off the frame when you're ready to 
ride..clips back on instantly when 
you’re back in the pits and want to give 
the chain a quick oiling. 

In fact, nearly everything about the 
new MC-80 is fantastic. It’s good 
enough to last through the next four 
years and any additional. suspension 
travel increases which may come. 

The only drawback to the new MC- 
80 is the engine, which is massively 
outdated and heavy. Now don’t get me 
wrong, it’s still a good powerplant as 
far as performance. In fact, it is still 
one of the best and quickest engines in 
the 250cc class, featuring a powerband 
that is wide and powerful, backed up 
by a 6-speed gearbox. 


The problem lies in the fact the 
engine needs to .be downsized and 
lightened similar to the designs of the 
other manufacturers like Maico, Hon- 
da and Yamaha. And the countershaft 
sprocket needs to be relocated closer to 
the swingarm pivot so suspension 
travel can be increased in the future 
with just the addition of longer shocks, 
without the fear of chain problems. 
KTM cleaned up their act by 
designing a new constant rate suspen- 
sion geometry, and the only limiting 
factor to the whole design is the seven- 
year-old engine. 

We didn’t have a chance to find out 
how much the new MC -80 weighed, 
but with the new frame that is lighter 
and narrower by 2 inches and the 
numerous lightweight parts - alumi- 
num swingarm, magnesium forks, 
hubs and engine cases - the bike 
probably isn’t much heavier than 220 
pounds. That’s a good ten pounds less 
than the present 250cc motocrosser 
despite the increase in suspension 
travel.

Neither did Papa, nor 
does AMA 500cc National Motocross 
Champion Rick Burgett. But, sure 
enough, according to The Canadian 
Record newspaper, 35 year-old Guy 
Marion won the 500cc National 
Motocross Championship last week in 
Van Nuys, CA and earned $32,000 
prize money. reportedly put up by 
Suzuki Corporation and Coca-Cola. 
He's also “Outstanding Rider of the 
year” an honor bestowed upon him in 
a vote by his fellow professional riders. 
In addition, Mr. Marion, pictured in 
full Suzuki regalia sitting on his 
RM400, was also named “outstanding 
competitor” and “best sportsman” by 
members of the American Motorcycle 
Association. Marion won his title, in 
the Van Nuys event, by winning both 
motos and averaging 64 mph during 
his two races. The races, he said, were 
consisted of 45 minutes of riding as 
hard as you can go, plus four laps in 
which the rider can show his skill in 
special ways. Pro MXers will be 
interested to note that Marion's 1976 
earning totalled about $120,000. The 
Canadian Record ran a full page 
article on Mr. Marion, who Papa 
nominates as a top contender in 
another form of competition: Texas 
Tall Tale Tellin’.

wheel bias. It is not much of a wheelie 
bike in this respect, also due in part to 
the engine’s long turbine-like power- 
band. 


The new brakes seemed to perform 
well, though it was difficult to judge 


‘them at Texas’ Lake Whitney course, 


where much of the track is sand. In 
such a situation the sand can usually 
stop:you quicker than the brakes can. 
But the fact that I didn’t notice the 
rear wheel hopping. around under 
braking must mean then new full- 
floating rear brake was doing its in- 
tended job. : 


One thing I really disliked was the 
seat, which remains similar in design 
to the present bike’s - long and 
narrow. A problem with overly soft 
saddles in the past caused KTM to find 
a really hard foam rubber for the seat 
as an alternative. Even though the 
bike was new, the foam in the seat was 
just too hard and wouldn’t compress 
when sitting down. This overly hard 
and narrow seat leaves you balancing 
precariously over the bike, feeling 


-detached because you are sitting so 


high you can’t touch ground. I found 
it actually hindered my riding in the 
turns, it upset my balance so bad. I'd 
like to see KTM lower the height of the 
seat by one inch, making it flatter in 
the process, and using a foam. rubber 
that isn’t so hard every small bump 
tries to fracture your spinal column. 


I wasn't too pleased with the way the 
suspension worked on Mike's bike. He 
claimed he liked the way it was set up - 
over-sprung and under-dampened - 
but I had just gotten of Bob Harinah’s 
OW-39B works bike and could feel 


immediately where Mike’s KTM was - 


deficient compared to a works bike 
that was properly set up. 


The front forks I'll have to blame on 
Marzocchi. There was no proper 
damping action at all. The front wheel 
just wanted to vibrate its way across 


the tops of bumps, not even coming 
close to staying in contact with what 
the ground was doing. Marzocchi 
hasn't been known for its damping 
control in the past, and these latest 
forks are no exception. And with one 
race on the bike, the fork tubes were 
already exhibiting the chatter marks 
which are common to Marzocchi. 
Hopefully, one of the accessory com- 


panies will come up with a proper . 


damping rod kit, complete with 
negative springs and perhaps tighter 
slider bearings, to fit these new 
275mm Marzocchi forks. 


The rear end didn’t behave too well, 
either, wanting to kick like crazy in a 
high-speed whoop-de-do section which 
Hannah's works Yamaha burned 
through like it wasn’t even there. The 
Ohlins reservoir shocks which Mike 
was using on the KTM just weren’t set 
up properly due to his inexperience 
with the new bike and probably never 
having access to bikes which were 
dialed-in to give him a reference point 
to work towards. 

Ohlins reservoir shocks are totally 
adjustable. The only hard part is fin- 
ding a Husky/Ohlins dealer who stocks 
the damping and spring parts you 
need. Mike’s Ohlins were set up with a 
short lightweight spring and a straight, 
constant rate heavy spring. The light- 
weight spring bottomed out almost 
immediately just sitting on the bike, 
leaving the heavy constant rate spring 
to do all the work. Since the new KTM 
now has a rear suspension geometry 
which is in itself constant rate, what 
you are left with is a rear spring which 
reacts as firmly to the small bumps as 
it does to the large ones. And yet the 
suspension bottoms out on jumps, so 
you can’t go to a softer spring for the 
smaller bumps. What the bike needed 
was a progressive main spring to allow 
the rear suspension to cope with the 


the whoops and jumps, and more | 


return damping in the shock piston to 


keep the back of the bike from pogo- 


ing. 

All told, the new MC-80 KTM is an 
impressive new bike. For the present it 
is limited by only two minor problems 
- the seat and damping action of the 
front forks. Both problems could be 
fairly easily corrected by the owner, 
but in a bike that is so close to perfec- 
tion, it is hoped KTM will want to un- 
dertake those chores themselves. e

Act of 1906 hasn't worked very well up 
here. Several years ago, I read that 
there were three large log cabins still 
oe in Boulder Flat. When we 





evidence that the missing one has been 
removed, log by log. Obviously, it 
wasn't done by scooter riders, you 
would need lots.of wheels to haul off 
the stuff. 

Riding to these old, forgotten towns 
and camps gives much food for 
thought. The people who built, mined 
and lived up here must really have 
been tough. The weather in summer is 
hot and dusty; in winter it’s bitter 
cold. Just existing must have been a 
chore. 

The road builders were super 
engineers with plenty of imagination, 
and the muleskinners who drove the 


wagons and stages were a breed of 


their own. Running a team of 
cantankerous mules up these rocky 
tracks took plenty of skill, but coming 
down, it must have been a balls-to-the- 
wall effort. In several places there is no 
room for error. One miscue and it’s a 
ride — a 1000-foot ride — right into 
oblivion. 

These lonely camps are on the east 
flank of 11,664-foot Wheeler Peak, 
and they came into being around 
1861. Unlike the Bodie area, most of 
these camps housed the hardrock silver 
miners. Most lasted only a short time 
since the veins of ore were thin and 
very hard to follow. The Kentuck 
Mine across Farris Canyon to the north 
was said to be the most profitable. It 
was a short timer also and shut down 
in 1884. 

Through the years, many a one- 
burro prospector has combed the steep 
mountain sides, continually looking 
for a new glory hole. In 1920, the 
Silverado Mine hit one of the long- 
sought-after and elusive veins and 
produced very well until 1938. 

To find the start of this ride, drive 
to the town of Bridgeport on highway 
395. Turn east on highway 22, 
continue past the reservoir and the 
California-Nevada border. About six 
miles past the “Welcome to Nevada” 
sign look for the small plaque 
“Silverado Canyon.” Turn left on to 
the dirt road and park. 

The ranch you'll see on the right is 
the Sweetwater; it’s been there 
approximately 100 years. At one time 
it was also a stage stop on the Carson 
City, Bodie-Aurora route. Mark 
Twain could have stood on this very 
spot and admired the same scenery. 
He passed through here on his way to 
Aurora where he lived for a short time.” 
The ride starts in Nevada, but all 
three of the camps you'll visit are in 
California. 

Double check that you park off the 
road out of the way as the Sweetwater 
and other ranches in the area use it. 
Then, unload the scooters, add some 
gas and let’s go. The first part is on 
private land, so please stay on the 
road. Go easy on the throttle for the 
first mile or so, we don’t want to 
frighten any of the livestock. 

Stop. Did you bring your lunch and 
canteen? There ain’t no Long Branch 
saloons or Silver Dollar has houses on 
this here mountain. 

As we will get above 10,000 feet, a 
jet change will really be a benefit to 
the two-strokers. We dropped one size 
and did pretty well. 

Head west and a tad south staying 
on the road that looks the most used. 
Soon you'll cross two small streams. 
Both had water when we crossed even 
during the long dry spell. A wet winter 
may cause some non-waterproofed 
bikes a problem, 

At 1,5 miles, a fork appears,, go left, 

this. mit it wil

ter shows 4.7 ánothër fork pops’ 
up; go right on this one. Continue and 
watch out for the rocks. Wind your 
way up through the pinion pines and 
at 6,0 miles,you.enter a flat.wind swept 








area. On the hill to the north you'll see 
mounds of mine tailings and a few 
holes. On the flat there are some signs 
of building foundations scattered in 
the sagebrush. This was the site of Star 
City. Elevation here is 8,700 feet. 

Continue, and start up a long rocky 
pull. As you approach Little Frying 
Pan Canyon the view is fantastic. Take 
a minute to stop and drink in the 
scenery. It’s worth the time. Then, 
bearing right you start up a 1.5 mile, 
steady uphill grind. 

For the last couple of miles the 
going had been slow due to the very 
rocky track. I had been running a gear 
lower than normal on the old 185. 
Both bikes started to run a little on the 
hot side. Now this 1.5 miles was almost 
too much for the old Suzy. About 
halfway up, it got too hot and just ran 
out of power. A 10-minute cooldown 
stop took care of most of the power 
loss. My partner and his 360 Yammie 
developed a super hot exhaust pipe 
and a very warm leg. To cure the hot 
leg, his riding style looked a little 
strange for a while. 

Cresting the top, you drop into 
Boulder Flat and its two remaining 
cabins. I wish I could have seen it 80 or 
90 years ago. All signs of the mining 
equipment have been removed. We 
stopped to take photographs, down a 
few swigs of coffee and look around a 
bit. 

While my partner was snapping the 
pics, I poked around in an old dump 
area and came up with the top of a 
Lucky Strike cigarette can. Your 
grandpa will probably remember 
them. It was in very good condition, I 
could still read all of the printing. 

I also discovered one other interest- 
ing thing. The miners and other 
inhabitants were big consumers of 
sardines. About 20 percent of all the 
rusty cans in the dump were the old 
oval-type tins. 

In one of the cabins, visitors have 
made notes of the dates they were 
here. Most are just dates, but some 
claim the number of deer seen or shot. 
A couple noted several types of 
problems encountered. Flat tires, 
dented oil pans and steaming radiators 
seemed improtant enough to be listed. 

One of the notes really caught my 
eye; a visitor claimed he had driven a 
new 1967 Olds Toronado up here to 
Boulder Flat. If he got it up, it would 
have needed an armor plated bottom, 
at least a foot of ground clearance, 
and it probably had very little paint 
left on its sides! 

From the flat, we went left up a 
sharp pitch and through the trees for 
.6 miles to Belfort. The actual location 
of Belfort is a little hard to pin down. 
Some say it was in Boulder Flat and 
others claim it was here. I talked to an 
old timer in Bridgeport at the 
museum, and even he wasn’t sure. I 
also got the feeling he didn’t like the 
idea of us going up there. All we could 
find here was one fairly intact log hut 
snuggled against the hillside. 

The little lake just beyond was bone 
dry. I read, and also was told, that-it 
has always had water (it’s been dry in 
1977, even up here at 10,800). The 
“always” present snow field also was 
gone. Since the heavy winter of 1977- 
78, the lake and snow field will likely 
be back. 

Leaving Belfort we backtracked to 
Boulder Flat and then went north two 
miles to the Frederick Mine. The road 
there was the best we'd been on since 
the start. It winds gradually up the 
mountain through several groves of 
Whitebark pines that struggle to exist in 
the harsh environment. 

After a short distance and around 
one last turn the road abruptly ends. 
The mine entrance is to the left and 
doesn’t look too inviting. A step off the 
road here is a long 2000-footer into the 
canyon bettom. The: view down Farris

We made our way back to the flat 
for one last look at the old cabins and 
bumped into a couple of four 
wheelers. One of the drivers said it was 
the toughest and meanest off- 


I recently read in an off-road 
magazine the story of a driver in a 
Toyota Landcruiser trying to get to 
Belfort. He expressed doubts about his 
safety when the traction was so bad 
that he actually slid backwards a 
couple of yards in several places. 
Without knowing full information, I'd 
bet it was between Star City and 
Boulder Flat. 

Off to the south, huge thunderheads 
were building, so we decided to try 
and beat the weather off the 
mountain. It was no place to be when 
there’s any chance of lightning. An 
hour after we had cleared the 
mountain, Mother Nature really got 
mad. She hit us with so much hail, it 
was almost impossible to drive. 

As I mentioned before, there is 
much private land in the area. 
Silverado Canyon proper and the road 
to the Monte Crisco Mine are closed to 
motorized stuff, but if you like to walk, 
that’s OK. You have to look sharp for 
the no-no signs, as most are old, small 
and easy to miss. 

The following maps will be very 
helpful: Toiyabe National Forest 
(Alpine, West Walker and Bridgeport 
Districts) and also these USGS topo 
maps, Bridgeport, California-Nevada 
and the Fales Hot Springs, California- 
Nevada Quadrangles,

Sportsman race is no bargain 


On Saturday, Feb. 3, I attended the 
CMC/Suzuki Golden State Series race. 
It was held at Prairie City Off Highway 
Vehicle Park, which is a county-run 
track. Getting up that morning at 5:30 
a.m. and loading the bike up in the 
truck I rushed down to the track. 
When I got there there was a line of 
racers waiting in line for what we 
thought was the usual collection of the 
$10 entry fee that is collected by the 
promoter. After waiting 25 minutes in 
line the two gentlemen collecting the 
money asked for a $5 spectator fee for 
my wife and also for me. I couldn't 
believe it! I was doing the racing and I 
had to pay a spectator fee. 

After getting in the park and trying 
not to think of the $10 I'd spent for a 
highly promoted race, I unloaded my 
gear and then had to wait in line for 
my entry which was $13 ($3 extra for 
this race), which took another 30 
minutes. Then I went out for practice 
aps before the checkered 











flag came out. Practice was over 
around 9:30 and then for another 30 
minutes nothing happened. The first 
race went off around 10:15 and to 
make a long story short, the day was a 
disaster with four to six lap motos 
which were cut back on the second 
round. 

No Name MX Promotions did a 
nice job on the track, but the overall 
handling of the race was a joke. Even 
the sound system was inadequate. How 
can the promoter justify $18 for this 
race for a sportsman when Hangtown 
is only $15 entry, for sportsmen and is 
a professionally run race with all the 
trimmings. 

I think the CMC series is a good idea 
and gives a lot of publicity to our local 
experts, but let’s not go overboard on 
these spectator fees for the guys riding 
the event. Even for a spectator to pay 
that fee just to watch sportsmen is 
terrible. They only charge $8 at most 
Nationals. I would like to know what is 
done with that fee collected at a 
county supported park. I guess this fee 
is normal down south but it sure isn't 
up north. Next year when the series 
comes up this way and they're still 
trying to collect these extra fees, I'll 
stay home, and from what I heard 
around the track so will a lot of other 
riders.

New West hears Hayes 


As a devoted off-highway recreation- 
ist for more than 27 years, I find it 
hard to express the anger and offense I 
felt upon reading David Sheridan's 
article, “The Rape of the Desert” 
(New West, January 29, 1979). In his 
unabashed efforts to depict off- 
highway recreationists as the spiritual 
descendents of Genghis Khan and his 
barbarian hordes and to inflame public 
sentiment against them, Mr. Sheridan 
has seen fit to overlook so many facts 
that his article hardly qualified as 
opinion, much less journalism. 

Allow me to cite just a few examples 
of the many inaccuracies contained in 
the article: 

—Mr. Sheridan is so intent on 
painting off-highway recreationists as 
wanton vandals with no appreciation 
or concern for historic artifacts that he 
pointedly fails to mention it was 
members of the California Association 
of Four-Wheel Drive Clubs who 
volunteered thousands of man-hours of 
their time to build the fences 
surrounding the irreplacable desert 
intaglios and other historic sites. Nor 
does he bother to mention that until 
these fences were built, it was 
impossible for off-highway 
recreationists to know when they were 
riding over an intaglio; while plainly 
visible from the air, intaglios are 
virtually invisible from the ground. 

—Mr. Sheridan flatly accuses off- 
highway recreationists of tearing down 
a fence surrounding the Yuha Desert 
intaglio near El Centro and wantonly 
destroying it with their motorcycles. 
Yet the evidence very strongly suggests 
that off-highway recreationists had 
nothing to do with this malicious deed. 
The fence in question (which was 14” 
steel pipe, not wire) was cut by a 
hacksaw wielded by perpetrators 
riding “step through trail 90's” — a 
means of conveyance shunned by every 
self-respecting off-roader (who own 
their own motorcycles, not trail bikes), 
but easily rented by any casual desert 
visitor, resident, Bureau of Land 
Management ranger or what have you. 
Further, because the malefactors in 
this case obviously came well-prepared 
(who carries a hacksaw in the desert?) 
and because the deed came in concert 
with other incidents of vandalism 
hundreds of miles apart on the very 
same day, it looks suspiciously like the 
destruction of the Yuha Desert intaglio 
was part of a well-orchestrated effort 
to further damage the reputation and 
cause of off-highway recreationists in 
general. 

—Mr. Sheridan attempts to drive 
his points home through the use of 
pictures, particularly the graphic 
frontpiece photograph of a pair of 
intaglios near Blythe which the 
caption tells us have been ravaged by

Five OHV parks in 
California; agency 
wants user input

The State of California has five 
vehicle recreation areas in oper- 
ation, under construction, or in 
the acquisition process. The De- 


partment of Parks and Recreation, 
which operates these state-owned 
facilities and provides grants for 
facilities operated by local agencies, 
wants to establish better communica- 
tion with off-highway vehicle owners 
— the people who provide the money 
to build and operate these facilities by 
payment of registration fees, gas taxes, 
fines and forfeitures, and entry fees at 
the vehicular recreation areas. 

The five state facilities are Hollister 
Hills, Pismo Dunes, and Ocotillo 
Wells SVRAs and the Hungry Valley 
and Carnegie projects. 

Hollister Hills SVRA, located eight 
miles south of Hollister, contains 3,084 
acres. It has 100 miles of trails which 
primarily serve motorcycles. Arrange- 
ments for 4-wheel drive, dune buggy, 
and motorcycle group use may be 
made by reservation. One hundred 
primitive camping sites are in the 
recreation area. 

Octoillo Wells SVRA is in San Diego 
County. More than 12,000 acres have 
been acquired. Much of this area is 
available for open use. However, there 
are trails, and there is a large, steep 
hill of blow sand. 

Psimo Dunes SVRA includes 840 
acres presently acquired and in use. 
Thousands of dune buggies use this 
facility annually. The state is 
acquiring more than 1,000 additional 
acres for recreational use and about 
650 acres of leased land which will be 
preserved as a buffer between an 
existing industrialized area and the 
active dunes used for OHV recreation. 
Development of the area with much- 
needed overflow camping and day-use 
facilities off the beach, including 200 
primitive campsites and a 100-car day- 
use area, is tentatively scheduled for 
completion of construction in 1981. 
The combined acquisition and 
development costs of this addition will 
be about $6 million, and annual 
operating costs will be about 
$250,000. 

The Hungry Valley project in Los 
Angeles County, slated to be acquired 
at a total cost of about $14 million, 
offers an excellent 15,000-acre site for 
an off-highway vehicle park where 
there is no existing facility of this size 
to meet the needs of large numbers of 
recreationists. It is located near the 
town of Gorman adjacent to Interstate 
5, about one-half hour driving time 
from Los Angeles on the Ventura 
County line. 

The Carnegie Cycle Park project is 
located in Alameda and San Joaquin 
counties in the backcountry between 
Livermore and Isabel Valley in the 
lower elevations of the mountains that 
include Mt. Hamilton, Cost of 
acquisition and development at this 
1,500-acre facility is estimated at $1.5 
million. The Department expects to 
open Carnegie in the fall of 1980 at the 
earliest. Only the acquisition plan has 
been approved at this time. 

State Park System projects and 
grants to local agencies have used all 
the money available from the Off- 
Highway Vehicle Fund on a fairly 
current basis. Almost $17.5 million 
has been appropriated in the years 
since the program started in 1972. 
Income this fiscal year is estimated at 
about $15 million. , 








The Department is very interested 
in hearing from vehicle users as to 
what should be done with these 
monies. 

The major cost of any State. Park 
System project is land acquisition — 
off-highway vehicle projects require 
thousands of acres of land. 

However, some off-highway vehicle 
monies may be used for facilities in 
National Forest Service or Bureau of 
Land Management lands in the 
future, if joint state/federal projects 
can be established. In this way, for 
relatively small cost, the public would 
have recreation opportunities 
increased. The high first cost of land 
acquisition would be avoided. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation, which is charged with 
planning OHV facilities, has 
identified federal lands where, for 
expenditures for facility improvement, 
maintenance, and repair of trails only, 
OHV use areas could be established or 
enhanced. 

The Department is also planning to 
work intensively on a proposal that 
trans-California off-highway vehicle 
trails be established. Many people 
have expressed the need for trails from 
Mexico to Canada and from the ocean 
to the Nevada/Arizona line. The 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
is proposing to study this possibility 
next year. 

Historically, the Department has 
felt a problem exists in communi- 
cating to users of off-highway ve- 
hicles what the Department is 
doing in their behalf. We have heard 
complaints about the registration 
program with its fees, land closures, 
conformance with procedures (such 
as filing for events on public lands), 
increased demands for air pollution 
and sound level controls, helmet 
laws, and environmental concerns. 
What was once a relatively un- 
conrolled activity now has all kinds 
of controls. 

We realize that there are problems, 
and that each person has a slightly 
different experience with those 
problems. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation has been trying to provide 


. for the users through a program which 


will provide facilities for the users, 
both state-operated facilities and 
others acquired and operated by local 
agencies through state grants. 

The enforcement role of the 
Department exists only within units of 
the State Park System. The 
Department does not and will not in 
the future provide enforcement of 
OHV registration law on a statewide 
basis other than within our own units. 

However, an enforcement problem 
regarding OHV registration does exist. 
Registration is a key to success of the 
entire program. 

It is estimated that only one out of 
five vehicles subject to registration fees 
is registered. Something will have to be 
done, out of fairness to all users, to 
bring about compliance with the 
registration program. As increased 
enforcement takes place, availability 
of facilities will improve. 

Communication is a two-way thing. 
The Department wants to get its 
message to the users, but it wants also 
to hear from the users, so we can learn 
from them, 

We are particularly interested in 
things over which we have control: the 
State Park System and grants to local 
agencies. We cannot deal effectively 
with complaints against city, county or 
federal actions. However, we 
sometimes can contact another agency 
on behalf of users.

Seattle is Yamaha’s Kinc

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 9-10 


Yamaha factory teammates Mike Bell and Bob 
“Hurricane” Hannah split wins in the two 
nights of AMA/Toyota Supercross racing at 
Seattle’s enclosed Kingdome stadium. Appro- 


priately enough, the event was 
called the Yamaha Gold Cup, 
presented by the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer and promoted by 
Pace Management. 

Hannah's fourth placing in the 
event he didn’t win, combined with 
the one he did, put him into a 12-point 
series lead over Oakland winner 
Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert. Honda’s 
Steve Wise occupies third. 

Bell led the way in the Friday night 
event and was joined in the winner's 
circle by Suzuki's Danny LaPorte and 
Honda’s Warren Reid. After another 
20-lap final Saturday night, Hannah 






was followed by Kawasakis Tommy 
Croft and Honda’s Marty Smith. 

Series opener Weinert had an up- 
and-down weekend. On Friday, he was 
running second to pack-leading 
Hannah on the first lap when he 
collided with Bob, sending the 
Hurricane over the bars. Hannah put 
on one of his berserk charges through 
the pack to finish fourth, while 
Weinert ended up 10th. But 
Kawasaki's elder statesman came 
roaring back on Saturday to finish 
fourth and keep the points race alive. 


Friday 
Darrell Shultz had his Team Suzuki 





mount on the gas and took the lead in 
the first heat. Kawasaki's Tommy 
Croft had a good start, but a chain 
adjuster broke, the wheel cocked, and 
he was through for the evening. New 
Team Honda member Gary Semics 
held second, but nobody could get 
close enough to challenge Darrell and 
his Orv Shultz-tuned machine. Mickey 
Boone, like Croft and Weinert a 
member of Team Green, finishing 
third with Rick Burgett and Howard 
Racing's Roger Brown finishing fourth 
and fifth. The Jammer had his 
problems and finished sixth, semi- 
bound. 

The Dave Arnold-prepped machine 
of Marty Smith made it around the 
first turn first in the second heat. 
Several riders didn’t make it around 
the first turn as they had intended, 
including Bob Hannah, Rex Staten 
and Scott Gillman, who were held up 
by a first turn crash. Mike Bell held 
second behind Smith until, after 
trading elbows, handlebars and paint, 
he took the lead. Warren Reid was 





third initially, but later passed Smith 
over the Toyota Tower jump to take 
second for the head. The Hurricane, 
meanwhile, was applying one of his 
patented charge-through-the-pack- 
until-you’ve passed-everything rides. 
He got around Suzuki’s Danny 
LaPorte for fourth, passed Smith and 
pressured Reid right to the checkered 
flag, but to no avail. Still, he trans- 
ferred to the final while teammate 
Staten had to try the semis after the 
crash had messed up his pipe and left 
him a lap down. 

Mark Rakestraw, a privateer on a 
Howard Racing Honda, pulled the 
holeshot in the third heat and led for 
two laps.

(Yam), Bill Joyce (Suz) and Jim 
Turner (Hon) went quickly by him. It 
soon turned into a four-way battle 
between Binckley, Turner, Joyce and 
Jim Gibson (Suz). Midway through the 
10-lap event, Turner took the lead on 
his Moto-X Fox mount. Gibson. had 
moved into position behind Turner 
and passed Binckley on the same lap. 
Can-Am’s Rich Eierstedt moved into 
third but couldn't do anything 
further, and soon there was only one

LaPorte, Gaylon Mosier and John 
Savitski. 

But the spectators were not to be 
denied a Hurricane charge from the 
rear of the pack. As the riders came off 
the fast part of the track, went over a 
small jump and set up for a right 
hander, the Hurricane was thrown 
over the bars when Weinert, coming 
into the corner hard, T-boned him. 
That left Bell in second and Hannah 
and Weinert at the rear. 

On the fourth lap, LaPorte caught 
and passed Bell, putting Team Suzuki

in the first two spots. Behind Bell were 
Savitski, Steve Wise, and Warren Reid 
and Mosier. 

Wise and Reid were on the move 
after mediocre starts and they soon 
disposed of Savitski.

But in the lead, Shultz was tiring. 
Maybe it was nerves, or the shorter 
suspension travel in the supercross 
Suzukis, but Darrell’s arms were giving 
way.

LaPorte 
bobbled and Bell took the lead. 

Bell kept his Dave Osterman-tuned 
works Yamaha in the lead all the way 
to the checkered. Though there were 
no paddle tires in this event, Bell had 
the closest facsimile. The center two 
knobs had been cut away on every 
other row of knobs to cope with the 
largely clay track. It worked this night. 

The order behind Bell at the 
halfway point read: LaPorte, Shultz, 
Wise, Reid, Mosier, Smith, Tripes, 
Hannah (!), Savitski, Weinert and 
Roger Brown. 

Shultz, still tiring, started falling 
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back in the pack. To cap off a 
thoroughly disappointing night, he 
crashed again and was penalized a lap 
for entering the course in the wrong 
spot. His ninth place finish thus would 
go on the books as a 19th. 

As the race entered its late stages, 
Bell still had a comfortable lead, but 
LaPorte, Wise, Reid and Hannah 
were having it out behind him. Asked 
later if he could feel Hannah's 
pressure, Reid replied, “Feel it? He 
was landing on top of me off the 
jumps!” 

But Reid didn’t buckle under the 
pressure. He held his position. When 
Hannah tried to out-muscle him in a 
tight-offer-camber right-hander Reid 
held his line and the Hurricane knew 
that Reid was going to fight for his 
position. 

On the last lap, however, the 
Reid/Hannah battle went past Wise, 
who chose a different line through 
some whoops. The finish order was set 
and headed by Bell, LaPorte, Reid, 
Hannah, Wise, Mosier, Smith, Tripes, 
Weinert and Staten.

Heats 


The first heat featured a battle that 
would be repeated later in the 
evening. Tommy Croft took off on his 
Rick Jones-tuned Kawasaki and led 
the heat wire to wire. Behind him, 
Bob Hannah searched everywhere but 
the Cocktail Club level of the stands 
for a way around, but to no avail. Rex 
Staten held third from flag to flag, as 
Mosier moved past Pat Jacobsen and 
then Danny LaPorte. LaPorte’s fifth 
got him into the final. 


Little Jeff Ward pulled his second 
holeshot of the weekend in the second 
heat. Making sort of a Mutt ‘n’ Jeff 
leading duo, lanky Mike Bell was on 
Ward's tail. Gary Semics and Darrell 
Shultz were following them, On the 
third lap, however, Ward fell as he 
entered a turn and dropped to fourth. 
Shultz took over second late in the race 
when Semics nearly clobbered a 
lapped rider. Behind Semics, Ward 
and Rich Eierstedt made the cut-off. 

The third heat was a Marty Tripes 
show from wire to wire, as he set up a 
humongous lead that wasn’t even 


dented when he stalled his motor on 
the last lap. Tony DiStefano was in 
second early on, but had problems and 
dropped back in the pack. Warren 
Reid took over the runner-up position 
on his Brian Lunnis-prepped read 
racer and was being followed by John 
Savitski and Olympic Cycles/Maico 
West-sponsored privateer Bob Myers. 
Weinert’s green machine was the only 
thing holding DiStefano out of a direct 
seed to the final, but it was enough. 
Marty Smith kept it up with the 
good starts in Seattle and led the 
fourth moto through the first couple of 
laps. Honda teammate Steve Wise and 
Yamaha privateer Steve Bauer 
occupied the 2-3 spots. Wise passed 
Smith on the second lap, and Suzuki’s 
Kent Howerton, who'd spent much of 
the previous evening crashing, passed 
Bauer and the top three positions were 
set. Having finally made it through the 
first turn without crashing, Bauer's 
luck did not hold, however. First 
Mickey Boone and LOP’s Mark 
Gregson made it by, then Yamaha's 
Rick Burgett. Burgett went on to pass 
Gregson and ace him out of a transfer.

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Privateers Bill Joyce and Roger 
Brown went for it at the start of the 
first semi. Brown, the Texan, held 
first for two laps, but local rider Joyce 
took it away and held it to the finish 
with Brown in second and both going 
on to the final. Mark Rakestraw went 
from fifth to third and stayed there, 
while David Taylor went from way 
back to fourth. 

The second semi featured one of the 
best handlebar-banging battles of the 
weekend, between Mark Gregson, 
Marty Moates and Tony DiStefano. 
The two LOP riders got out front early 
while DiStefano moved up from 
fourth. The trio moved out well in 
front of the pack. At about the 
midway point, Moates took the lead, 
but in the short space of a lap, 
Gregson had it back and DiStefano 
was in second. The order lasted until 
the last lap when Moates made a 
desperate attempt on DiStefano’s 
position. On a tight off-camber right 
hand turn, Moates moved his Yamaha 
under Tony D, and despite the fact

On the fast back 
section of the track, he charged when 
Croft slowed for a rut and he came up 
with the front spot. Croft chased him 
as best he could, but Hannah didn’t 
want to spend two weeks thinking 
about being shut out. Smith dropped 


off the pace slightly when he fell over

SCORE Parker 400

Scot Harden and Brent Wallingsford put to- 
gether a smooth, consistent and extremely fast 
ride to bring their Team Husqvarna-sponsored 
390cc Husky into the overall winners’ circle for 


the second year in a row at the 
1979 SCORE Parker 400. Harden 
and Wallingsford, possibly 
SCORE’s winningest combina- 
tion, completed their Class 22 winning 
(25lcc & larger) trek in only five 
hours, 29 minutes and 18 seconds. 
Interestingly, that’s three minutes and 
45 seconds slower than last year’s 
winning time, but still quick enough to 
dominate the rest of the 92-motorcycle 
field. 

Second overall, a mere three 
minutes and 32 seconds behind were 
Class 21 (126-250cc) victors’ Brian 
Wright and Brad Hansen aboard their 
Southwest Paving Co. Inc.-sponsored 
Yamaha IT250. Parker residents let 
out a cheer as the hometown duo and 
local desert champions A.L. Haydis 
and Darrel Hutchins snared the third 
overall, second 250cc spot, on their 
Haydis Oil-backed Yamaha YZ250. 

Fourth overall, third 250, was the 
Las Vegas-based team of Chuck Rush 
and Fred Hansen, riding a 250cc 
Husky. Their consistent effort placed 
them within one minute, 27 seconds of 
third overall with their five hours, 38 
minute and 58 second elapsed time. 

This year’s race was SCORE's first 
1979 event, and it was run on over the 
same basic course used in races past. 
The racers ran on two loops, one.115- 





mile loop in California and two 95- 
mile trips around the same loop in 
Arizona. Teams usually split the Cal 
loop at check points on either side of 
“Thunder Alley,” a 14.6-mile dirt 
freeway, and if everything is working 
properly, each rider will run one AZ 
loop. 


This year, the BLM enforced their 
wishes to the letter as they kept close 
tabs on the carefully marked “sensitive 
areas.” The Husky mounted Rick 
Finger/Jeff Kaplan duo discovered just 
how serious the BLM was; they were 
disqualified when BLM spotters 
caught them riding on a road in a 
“sensitive area” near the finish. 


Class.22 


The Open class started the Cal loop 
first, one bike at a time every 30 
seconds, and almost immediately 
Harden shot into the lead followed 
closely, elapsed time-wise, by the 
Bruce Ogilvie/Chuck Miller team 
aboard their Dale’s Modern Cycle 
Yamaha YZ400, as they raced into 
check one. 

Other class favorites Jack Johnson 
and Larry Roeseler, riding a Team 
Husky 390, had the first of three flat 
tires only two miles from the start. 
Johnson’s tire was replaced at checki 
one, but before he could turn the bike

over to Roeseler, he lost another tire. 
This. time, the problem was 
compounded by a broken. chain 
adjuster and axle nut. Johnson 
crammed an extra master link in the 
rear axle slot to keep the tire aligned 
and the chain on the sprockets. 
Roeseler jetted into the Cal loop finish 
where Team Husky spent the 90 
minutes layover time between loops 
squaring away their troubles. 

The Husqvarna-mounted team of 
Kris Morgan and Sid Tarbett were 
second, time-wise, at the end of the 
first loop. Running third was eventual 
second place finisher Lon Peterson/ 
Kem Clark. , 


The Arizona loops really told the 
story as Harden/Wallingsford pulled 
dut a demanding 12-minute lead over 
Torco-sponsored Peterson/Clark and 
their 1977 “orthopedic” YZ400D. 
Wallingsford felt fortunate to have 
finished as. his handlebar clipped an 
unauthorized car traveling on the 
course during his Arizona loop. A 
hard-charging Roeseler pulled in three 
minutes later after a strong come- 
from behind push. The Morgan/ 
Tarbett pair managed a fifth, follow- 
ing the Phil Bird/Marth Haak KTM, 
after a number of engine seizures that 
left him with a soundly-scuffed face. 
Most notable by his absence was last 
year’s third place finisher, KTM solo 
rider Bob Balentine. 


Class 21 


Action proved exciting in the 250cc 
class, the largest with 30+ entries, as 
Husky riders Mark Zoller and Max 
Eddy. raced bar-to-bar with the Der 








Wienerschnitzel-sponsored Rod 
Ahlstrom/Kevin Davis into check one. 
As they finished the Cal loop, 
Wright/Hansen had taken over the 
lead followed by Zoller/Eddy and 
Haydis/Hutchins. The Arizona loop 
saw the demise of Zoller and Ahlstrom 
as both teams suffered mechanical 
woes. Wright whisked in for the win 
followed by Hutchins and Rush. Rush 
just spent a year-and-a-half in 
Antartica saving up to go racing this 
whole-year with teammate Hansen. 


Class 20 


The 125cc race seemed in the bag 
for the Las Vegas duo of Marv 
Chapman and Paul Emerson aboard 
their fiesty Suzuki RM125 as they were 
leading the class by four minutes after 
the first and second loop. A few miles 
into the final loop, Chapman lost his 
rear tire. Their pit crew had no spare, 
forcing Chapman to finish with the 
flat. 

Tom Kelly turned the power on in 
the final loop as he slipped the 
Duralube/Curnutt/Midas Yamaha 
YZ125 by Chapman on a powerline 
road and stretched out a two-and-one- 
half minute lead at the finish. The 
Scott Coutts/Scott Pfeifter team 
pushed their Husky into the third slot 
ahead of early frontrunners George 
Erl/Mike Cartledge. 


Class 30 


The initial inclusion of the 30-38 
year old rider class provided possibly 
the best interclass racing of the day. 
The Ron Bishop/John Watkins team 
jumped into an early lead but lost 
their gearbox at check six.

This turned the lead over to Dave ` 
Holman/Russ Darnell (Husky), spon- 
sored by Torco Oil and Russ Darnell 
MX Schools, but mechanical woes 
struck them too, a broken crankshaft. 

The lead was then turned over to 
the Las Vegas 400 sponsored team of 
Casey Folks and Bill Putman who were 
dogged continuously all day by Las 
Vegas friendly rival Rex Frehner/Bill 
Hill aboard their Vegas Cycle Center- 
sponsored Maico 450. Folks and Hill 
own competing Suzuki shops in Las 
Vegas and their racing goes back 
many years. 

Hill/Frehner chased Folks/Putman 
while Hill's Maico was suffering a 
slipping clutch and too-low gearing. 
Folks’ Husky never missed a beat all 
the way to the winners’ circle. Folks 
really had to work for his laurels, as for 
over 50 miles on the last loop it was 
handlebar-to-handlebar TT style 
racin’ between Folks and Frehner, who 
happens to be a professinal rodeo star 
when not in the saddle of his race bike. 


Folks finally said, “That's alll! 
Frehner ain’t gettin’ mel!” And he 
stretched his throttle cable to put a 
total of eight and one-half minutes on 
Frehner at the finish, where Frehner 
touted to Folks, “Hey, I caught ya!” 


Class 38 


Conspiciously absent from the “old 
timers” class were perennial winners 
John Watkins/Dick Vick, although 
their absence didn’t dampen the 
quality of the competition. Late entry 
Tom Grant took the lead at the close 
of the first loop, followed by C.V. 
Greene and eventual winners, 
Husqvarna-mounted Wally Neal/_ 
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David Miller sponsored by Southwest 
Motorcycles. At the finish, Neal beat 
Grant by three minutes. 

Grant, however, was just happy to 
finish; his bike’s front forks and rim 
were noticeably bent and tweaked at 
the finish, plus he ran out of gas just a 
few miles from the end. 

Today's winners went home with 
more than just trophies: Class 20 took 
$1335; Class 21, $1765; Class 22, 
$2034; Class 30, $1258; Class 38,
